A new question has been added to the cost of 
living problem by the dictum of Mr. Stuyvesant 
Fish that “it is harder for a man who has been 
living at the rate of $200,000 a year to get down 
to a $50,000-akyear basis than it is for a man who 
has been living on $15 a week to get along on 
$10.” 
Men who are familiar with both ends of this 
proposition may be left to fight out the question 
as to the comparative difficulties involved, in the 
confident belief that the conclusion reached will 
not be of much importance. The fact, however, 
that there are many more $15 men than there 
$200,000 men who have to face the reduction is a 
matter of great weight and it ought to receive 
serious attention.

shall have the force of law. 

As a source and fountain of law the Health 
Commissioner will be a terror to every man or 
woman who has a bad cough or a cold in the 
head. Physicians are not exempt from the droll 
characteristics of human nature and we may be 
sure that a doctor who makes a specialty of tuber- 
culosis will find it—exactly as one whose specialty 
is fits will find fits wherever he looks for -hem. 

Well may the victim of a cold say with Patrick 
Henry, “Give me liberty or give me death!”

He will never be free from the 
fear that the Health Commissioner will appear at 
his house or his lodgings and order him taken 
away to the City Hospital.

STEALING BOQ@KS FROM LIBRARIES. 

The open shelf idea which'has been adopted by 
sO many public libraries during the past few years 
is proving a great temptation to weak-willed 
readers who make off with the books to which 
they are allowed free access. 

The librarian of the Peoria Library reports 
that ‘works’ of reference are stolen by the armfu] 
and books are mutilated without mercy. In one 
library every book on South American history 
was carried off. Another lost 19 books on meta}- 
lurgy. The Denver Public Library lost 3978 vol- 
umes in three years and the school library of that 
city lost 900. Boston lost 1693 volumes in 1906, 
Providence 1795, Los Angeles 4044, and in 1907 
5062. 

Education should be made easy, but librarians 
question whether it is not made too easy by the 
open shelf.

EVEN EMPEROR KNEELS 
WHEN HE SPEAKS TO HER 
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Special Correspondence From Paris Bureau of 
the Post-ilapated. 


PARIS, July 7.—Is the Emperor of China the son, 
instead of the nephew of the masterful Empress 
Dowager? 

That interesting question is raised by insinuation 
in an article upon the “Theodora of the Celestial Em- 
pire’ by Jean Rodes, who has returned from Pekin 
with a remarkable photograph of her taken in colors 
by a Chinese artist, and with a lot of gathered gossip 
which smacks strongly of scandal. 

Westerners knew that Tsu Hsi was of humble ori- 
gin, like :he Theodora who shared the throne of the 
Byzantine Emperor, Justinian I, nearly 1500 years 
ago; knew, too, that like Theodora, she first was an 
Emperor’s concubine and then his wife; but it was 
not generally supposed that the parallel could be car- 
ried still further into the realms of unrestrained, 
promiscuous love. 


Chooses Successor to Throne. 
Rodes asserts without qualification that when 
lost husband and son and faced loss of power, the 
Empress Dowager audaciously set at naught all the 
sacred rules of succession and designated a ruler of 
hundreds of millions of people. Hear what Rodes 
Sar’s: 

‘She chose heracif the successor to the throne in 
the person of her nephew, Kwangsu. He had no 
sort of right to the crown. But this choice presented 
for his aunt a precious advantage, for the boy was 
only 5 years old and of necessity her regency would 
be long. 

**Moreover,”’ and here is where the-surprising hint 
is dropped, “he was the son of one of her lovers, 
Prince Tehoun, the youngest of the brothers of the 
Emperor whose reign had just closed.” 

Then —_ this startling declaration: 

“The Empress, who was as sensual as she was 
beautiful, had, in fact, the appetites and the pas- 
sions of violent natures. She is credited with num- 
berless caprices which she liberally satisfied. She 
was then an imperial debauchee whose secret, in- 
tense life resembled the Iives of some great sovereigns 
fn European history. But she was equally intelli- 
gent, energetic and authoritative, as she abundantly 
proved in the course of a long series of events in 
one of China’s most troubled epochs.” 

When her “nephew,” persuaded by a noted reform- 
er that it was time to assert himself, had secretly 
arranged to get rid of her, she suddenly beheaded the 
men he had chosen to carry out his scheme and put 
him in leading strings, which he has not since been 
able to free himself from.

BUDAPEST, July 5.—The monument erected in hon- 


or of Empress Elizabeth, who was assassinated by 
the Italian, Lucheni, while she was at a watering 
place, about ten years ago, may be sold at auction 
in the city of Segedin. While the monument was 
unveiled a year ago, the committee which collected 


the funds for its erection still owes on it over $2000 
and the sculptor who made it sued the committee for 
his money. According to a leading attorney it may 
be that the statue will have to be sold at auction by 
the artist. At least this will remain for him to do if 
he wins the trial. It is not likely that he will take 
the statue back to his shop. 

Some citizens of Segedin believe that the city ought 
to pay the artist in order to avoid the possibility of 
the monument of the deceased Empress being put on 
the auction block. It. may be that Emperor Francis 
Joseph will donate the necessary money. He has 
scruples about it since it would would mean thaet 
the monument was erected by him and not by the 
people.

“I don’t think any woman could be persuaded 
to say that she has a fad. ‘I am conscientious in 
my belief that, ridiculed as frivolous and maligned 
as clubwomen and women of society usually are 
by. outsiders, they really are the women who are 
accomplishing things for charity and their fellow 
men and women the world over. It has been suffi- 
ciently demonstrated, I think, that in the Western 
States, where women have been given the ballot 
and do not take advantage of their opportunity 
to vote, that enfranchisement is not necessary or 
beneficial. It was a nine days’ wonder with them. 
They found they didn’t enjoy going to the polls 
with the men, and, of course, women do best what 
comes naturally and easily to them. 

“In club life one finds an outlet for one’s sym- 
pathetic impulses. In this city, women organizing 
have received almost unlimited authority and 
support from both municipality and State in ef- 
forts .to bring about reforms. 
Council has worked wonders in improvements at 
the prison, reform schools, in inaugurating cov- 
ered patrol wagons, padded cells at the police 
stations, cleanliness and every manner of civic 
improvement. -I don’t see why women shouldn't 
accomplish the same results in every city. 

“Tf I have any hobby, it Is my fondness for 
out-of-door life. If I did not care for the coun- 
try I should cultivate a taste for it for the sake 
of being with my boys. “Because John Jr. wished 
to caddy one season I went with him to the golf 
links myself, when I found the game a fascinating 
exercise. Then I became, through association 
with some charitable enterprise for which our 
ball teams gave benefits, much interested in base- 
ball. 

Now, there is nothing I enjoy more than a 
good game—Oh, yes, I know you have the Browns 
in St. Loulis—and I shall encourage my boys in a 
love for the national game as being ever so prefer- 
able to football. Indeed, I have no sons to sacri- 
fice to that brutality. Then we play bridge—no 
one could live in this neighborhood without play- 
ing bridge (not for stakes)—I don't know that 
such a thing as that exists in Indianapolis. 

“But politics is the most interesting game of 
all. You know, I was not born a Democrat. <I 
was educated into one after my marriage, so, of 
course, I am a much stronger one than I ever 
should have been, ignorantly, a Republican. The 
thing to be admired about Republicans, though, 
is that, whether they advance or not, they. stick 
together and win, where the ‘Democrats are al- 
ways taking up some new: and diversified conse.”

Trial Follows Vindication, 

This vindication of Harden Was soon 
followed by his trial on the charge of 
criminal libel by the public prosecutor 
of the First Provincial Court. He was 
convicted and sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment and costs. It was in 
April of the present year that the crown 
prosecutor of Berlin decided, in conse- 
quence of the evidence given in the libel 
suit brought by Harden against the ed- 
itor of the Munich Neurfreie Volks- 
zeitung, to take the steps which once 
more set the law in motion against this 
unhappy noblemar. 

The confession dragged out of Ernest 
Heidel, formerly valet to Prince Philip, 
with great difficulty by the president of 
the court, created an ominous sensation. 
It was of a piece with the whole mass 
of evidence and details in this affair, 
which require the exclusion of women 
from the courtroom and can only be re- 
ported in public print by masked and 
veiled allusions. However. as the of- 
fenses specified by Heidel were alleged 
to have been committed at a period too 
long ago to be now punishable, the pros- 
ecution was for perjury, Eulenberg hay- 
ing sworn at the second Harden tria! 
that he was never guilty of any crim- 
inal practices. 

At the beginning of the present trial 
the Prince was taken into custody, bail 
in the sum of $125,000 haying been re- 
fused. He was quartered in the Charity 
‘Hospital on account of his debilitated 
physical eondition and restoratives had 
to be applied when he was carried into 
court. The court adjourned during the 
first days after sittings of only four or 
five hours and finally the doctors de- 
cided that the recurring faintness to 
which the prisonér was subject would 
render it impossible for him to attend 
more than three consecutive sittings 
without a day’s respite. 

On the eighteenth day came the com- 
plete collapse of the Prince and the in- 
definite suspension of the trial.

When Prince Bismarck was shelved, 
in 189, Harden became>-a warm cham- 
pion of the old Chancellor's cause and 
won his steadfast friendship. “What 
he says is the truth,”’ wrote the Iron 
Chancellor across a photograph which 
he presented to his able disciple. In 
1892, Harden started his weekly paper, 
Die Zukunft (The Future) with the 
avowed object of publishing the truth 
and shaming the devil, no matter what 
the consequences might be. His ability 
commanded prompt recognition. As a 
publicist he soon gained and has ever 
since held, a foremost place. His com- 
mand of the German tongue and the 
astounding flexibility of his literary 
style have won the admiration of his 
contemporaries, who admit be ds the 
greatest journalist now writing German.

And -1¢ one who incited him 
to do it was his first-born son, the 
Crown Prince. 

“And just as I won a verdict in this 
very building 13 years ago, when I said 
there was another way of serving the 
Emperor besides kneeling before him— 
namely, serving him with the truth—so 
I believe that I shall now gain such 
another.” 


CHAPTER II. 
The Hohenszollern Princes. 

The Princess Charlotte of Saxe-Mein- 
ingen, eldest sister of the German Em- 
peror, shares with the Crown Prince 
Frederick William the chief honor of 
having‘roused the Emperor to action in 
the matter of Editor Harden's accusa- 
tions, and at the same time she had 
the courage to encourage Harden in the 
very utterances which cost, a little 
later, a term of imprisonment. 

The Princess herself has been more 


‘than once exiled from the royal and 


imperial households on account of her 
outspoken criticisms on her brother's 
obstreperousness. 

The Hohenzollerns whose names hav2 
been smirched in the “‘camarilla court” 
scandals are Prince Friederich Hein- 


rrich of Prussia, cousin of the Emperor, 


dismissed from court; Count Wilhelm 
Hohenau, morgantic son of Prince Al- 
brecht of Prussia and the BEmperor’s 
adjutant, dismissed from court, and 
Count Albert, Hohenau, brother of 
Count Wilhelm, dismissed from the 
court and his regiment. 


CHAPTER III, 


Count Von Moltke. 

One of the first results of the ex- 
posure by Harden was the resignation 
of Count Kuno von Moltke, coni- 
mandant of the Berlin garrison, not a 
member of that noble family who has 
given Germany some great soldiers, but 
of a Wertenberg family of the same 
name. Von Moltke had never distin- 
guished himself as a soldier and. his 
advancement was due solely to the 
Eulenberg influence, He was musical, 
poetical and had béen divorced by the 
daughter of the wealthy Herr von Hay- 
den of Butzow, who had subsequently 


fight a duel. Harden refused, explain- 
ing his refusal in a letter to the Ber- 
liner Zeitung as follows: 

“Concerttiing this challenge I sought 
advice from a géneral high in the 
army, from a high civil official and 
from a young army officer. They were 
unanimous in the opinion that even ir 
the peculiar circumstances of the case 
did not forbid my accepting the chal- 
lenge the long delay in sending it and 
the potent fact that it was under the 
pressure of circumstances following the 
exposure, made inevitable my refusal 
of it. Therefore I refused the chal- 
lenge.”* 

Pet Names Repeated in Court. 

Thereupon Von Moltke brought a civil 
suit against Harden for Mbel. That was 
in July, 187. The trial began in Octo- 
ber. The witnesses summoned by Har- 
den for the defense included Chancellor 

von Buelow, Prince Philip zu Eulenberg, 
Goimnt William and Count Frits von 
Hohen, sons of the lat Prince Albrecht 
of Prussia by a Morganatic marriage; 
Gen. Count von Huelsen- Haeseler, Chief 
of the Emperor's military, and many 
other prominent men. Many of the men 
refused to appear and others were con- 
veniently out of reach. Among the in- 
teresting bits of testimony was the as> 
sertion that Von Moltke had picked up 

a handkerchief which Euulenberg had 
arepean kissed it and exclaimed escat- 
ically: ‘“‘My Philip, my soul, my be- 
loved.” It was also said that Von Molt- 
ke and Zu Eulenberg had, when con- 
versing together, referred to the Kaiser 
as ““Liebschen” (Little Darling). 

Moltke’s lawyer asked the Court to 
summon the Kaiser to testify that Mol- 
ke was not compelled to leave the army, 
but the Court refused to subpena the 
Emperor. On Oct. 29% Harden was ac- 
quitted, Von Moltke being condemned to 
pay the costs of the trial. The editor 
summed it up in these words: 

“Count Von Moltke was not the 
worst; he was certainly better than half 
a dozen others. Personally, I am sorry 
for him. He is an accomplished man 
enough, anilable in his sickly, weak 
way—but what an adviser for the Kai- 
ser! What a General to lead troops In a 


day of trial!”

time has come under the lash of Har- 
den's vitriolic pen. Yet few of his high- 
ly-placed antagonists have ever seen the 
little man who 15 years ago started the 
periodical which was to become one of 
the most powerful influences in German 
political life. For years Cabinet Minis- 
ters and court officials have feared to 
turn over the pages of the little 10-cent 
magazine which appeared each Thurs- 
day, lest some scathing criticism of ad- 
ministrative imbecilities or political ma- 
nipulation should inform the Fatherland 
of their own deficiencies. 

And Harden is no slight antagonist. 
His is a personality that grips and fas- 


Teinates. ‘With a stern, almost forbidding 


demeanor, he combines a charm of man- 
ner atid a géntleness of speech which 
win the hearts of the few who are per- 
mitted to enjoy his friendship. Of 
scarcely middie height and slightly 
built, Harden presents at first sight the 
appearance of a mere youth. His clean- 
shaven face is almost entirely devoid of 
wrinkles, except around his rather tired- 
looking eyes. 

In the middle of the Grunewald suburb 
of Berlin, Maximillian Harden does his 
work, and the great men of the Empire 
tremble at his words. He is a sign of 
the times. The fearlessness of his pen 
suggests free institutions and the new 
wor «, rather than the old, Europe has 
not had his like before, and feudal Ger- 
many rubbed its eyes With amazement 
while a simple journalist ignorea tradi- 
tion and spoke the truth with full lungs 
and a heart of fearless freedom. Har- 
den has been dragged into court a score 
of times, has been cast into jail and 
his paper has been denied the places of 
the public sale. 

The beginning of the *‘camarilla”’ 
scandal may be traced as far back as 
the summer of 1887, when the present 
German Emperor, then Prince William, 
was hunting in East Prussia, Among the 
members of the hunting party was 
Count Philip zu Eulenberg, then in his 
fortieth year. He was a very attractive 
man, handsome and elegant, a fascinat- 
img talker, and was already a success- 
rful poet and dramatist, although pro- 
fessionally Ye was a diplomatist. 

Prince and Count are Friends. 

The Prince and Count speedily found 
common ground in their artistic tastes. 
They became firm friends and in the 
following year the Prince, who had 
meanwhile become Emperor, spent a 
holiday in the North Sea and the Baltic 
with his new friend. 

Immediately after his accession to the 
throne the Emperor William promoted 
his friend to the rank of Minister, and 
sent him to the Court of Oldenburg. 
Thence, with the same rank, he went to 
Stuttgart in 1890, to Munich in 1892, and 
finally, in 1894, he became Ambassador 
in Vienna. 

In the early 90s the satirical journal 
Kiladderdatch was already lampooning 
the ‘“‘camarilla’’ and several duels re- 
sulted from indiscreet exposures of their 
political intrigues. 

At Count Eulenburg’s romantic castle 
of Liebenberg, the Emperor was a fre- 
quent visitor and here the most momen- 
tous political questions were discussed 
and decided. How far the influence of 
the “camarilia’’ extended in this di- 
rection is not known, but it has been 
well established that it embittered the 
quarrels betwen the Emperor and Prince 
Bismarck in 1891, that it contrived the 
fall of Count Caprivi, that it obtained 
the chancellorship for Prince Buelow: 
that.it secured the nomination of Herr 
von Tschirschky to the Foreign Office 
and the eviction of Herr von Holstein, 
with whom it had meanwhile quarreled, 
and that it placed Count Hellmuth von 
Moltke at. the head of the general staff 
and Count Kuno of the same {lk in com- 
mand of the Berlin garrison. 

Harden's Onslaught Begun. 

Harden did not-begin the specific en- 
siaught which precipitated the present 
fecandal until 1906. ‘Then he took his 
ground after conversation with Frau von 
Elbe, the divorced wife of Count Kuno

CHAPTER V. 
The Von Hohenaus. 

Counts Albert and William von Hohen- 
@u were also among the first to be 
smirched by the “round table’’ scandal. 
They are sons of Prince Albrecht of 
Prussia by a morganatic marriage. Their 
father was a well-known degenerate, 
but their half-brother, Albrecht, haz 
seemingly escaped any taint of the kind. 
Prince von Buelow, Chancellor of the 
Empire, testifying at the Harden trial 
last November, said he had heard the 
names of the Van Hohenaus and Count 
yon Lynar mentioned in connection with 
strange orgies, but had never been able 
to get any proof.

Though 
dismissed from court, nothing has ever 
been proven against elther of. them, and 
the courtmartial which convicted Count 
von Lynar acquitted’ Gen. William Von 
flohenau. 

CHAPTER VI. 
Prince Von Eulenberg. 

.The most pathetic figure in the whole 
of this nasty scandal is Prince Philip 
zu Eulenberg. Until recently one of the 
Emperor's most intimate friends, holding 
an exalted post in the diplomatic service 
and able to make and unmake chancel- 
lors at will, he is today ruined in repu- 
tation, dying—he may be dead before 
this reaches the readers-of the Post-Dis- 
patch—and is said to be in financial dif- 
ficulties.

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ip was born on Feb. 12, 187. Early i 
life he found a difficulty in settling on 
a profession. He was at first a soldier, 
and he served with distinction in the 
1866 and 1870 campaigns, winning the 
Iron Cross for an act of conspicuous 
bravery in carrying dispatches through 
a hail of bullets. He then studied law 
in Leipzig and Strasbourg and passed 
his examinations with brilllant success. 

After acting for three years as “Aus- 
kultator” and “Referender”’ he aban- 
doned the courts for diplomatic study. 
Here again he passed his examinations 
with exceptional distinction, and In 1878 
he was sent to Stockholm as an attache. 
His prombdtion, however, was slow, 45 
Prince Bismarck from the beginning dis- 
trusted the showy abilities of Count 
Eulenberg. But after Bismarck’s death 
the Prince obtained high favor with the 
young Emperor, who was often his 
guest at Liebenberg, his castle in Bran- 
denburg. 

Spiritualistic Seances Held. 

There were _._ spiritualistic seances 
here and it is interesting to note that 
the North German Gazette considered 
it worth while to deny on July 5, what 
it called “idle and _ incredible sto- 
ries’’ to the effect that the Emperor 
attended Prince zu. Eulenberg’s spirit- 
ualistic seances, and that for a long 
time His Majesty carried about in his 
watch case a “piece of stuff’’ which 
was supposed to have been “left be- 
hind’’ by one of the ‘“‘spirits.”’ 

The semi-official organ further de- 
scribes as an invention the statement 
that Prince zu Eulenberg’s spiritualist 
practices exerted a malignant influence 
upon the court. 

The Count was created a Prince 
with the predictate of Serene High- 
ness, in 1900; he retired from the Vien- 
na Embassy in 1902; he is married to a 
charming Swedish lady by whom he has 
three sons and three daughters; his 
eldest son is married and is the father 
of a little daughter, and the motto of 
the Eulenberg coat-of-arms is ‘‘Con- 
stantia et Virtute” (constancy and 
virtue). 

Prince zu Eulenberg was oneof the 
chief objects of Maximilian Harden’s at- 
tacks. The revelations so preyed upon 
the mind of the wife of his eldest son 
that, according to the Berlin and 
Viennese newspapers, she has left her 
husband, vowed never to set foot in 
the estate of Liebenberg and has insti- 
tuted proceedings for an annullment 
of her marriage, in order that she may 
never incur the indignity of inheriting 
the name of Princess zu Eulenberg. 
She is a Viennese, but not of noble 
birth. Her grandfather was Franz 
Mayr, who made a fortune in manufac- 
turing cannon, armor plate and other 
steel objects and operating mines and 
factories. The Emperor made him 
Baron Mayr von Meluhof. 


Prince Financially Involved. 


The Eulenberg place, at Liebenberg, 
Was a most extravagant establishment 
and this, with the loss of his salary 
as Ambassador to Austria, and the ex- 
pense connected with his recent trial 
have, it is reported, left the Prince in 
difficulties. 

Prince Philip might have been Chan- 
cellor of the German Empire, but he 
feared the responsibility of the post and 
knew that for 10 years his private con- 
duct had been such that he was living 
on the very brink of exposure. He had 
many. bitter enemies at the Prussian 
court, jealous men who resented his 
influence over.the Kaiser, and it was 
said in 1892, when he resigned the posi- 
tion of Amabassador at Vienna, that he 
did so because of the intrigues of his 
enemies, who were threatening to ex- 
pose him. 

Throughout the Von Moltke-Harden 
trials the name of Prince Philip zu 
Eulenberg was scattered like a punctu- 
ation mark. He was called upon to 
testify, but avoided doing so as long as 
he could, pleading illness as an excuse. 
When he at last had to appear he de- 
nied everything. Popular opinion was 
strongly against him, due in great meas- 
ure to the way in which Harden had 
aroused public sentiment as to his un- 
fitness to be an associate of the Em- 
peror, but due also to the evident effort 
of Dr. Isenbier, the Public Prosecutor, 
to shield him as much as possible and 
to hold him up ase a much-maligned 
man. The people of Germany regarded 
this as an effort to protect a friend of 
the Emperor. 

But Zu Eulenburg was too sweeping 
and too emphatic in his denials and 
his arrest for perjury was ordered. 
This took place on May 8 at Lieben- 
burg, where he was lying ill. He was 
taken to Berlin in an automobile and 
placed, a prisoner, in the Charity Hos- 
pital. The manager of his estates spent 
the night dashing about town seeking 
someone who weuld furnish the $100,- 
000 bail. In this he failed. 

Not Too Ill to Be Arrested. 

The German public really doubted that 
the Prince was as ill as he was repre- 
sented to be and the examining Judge 
had him examined by a physician be- 
fore his arrest. The doctor reported 
that he was suffering from a severe 
case of neuritis, but was not too ill 
to be arrested, 

The following day he was arraigned 
in court. He was borne from the hos- 
pital In an automobile and carried into 
court on a chair. The jury was selected 
in 10 minutes and the proceedings were 
in secret. At first the court sat four 
hours a day, but the prisoner became 
s0 weak that this was reduced to two 
hours, and last week the Prince was 
too ill to be carried to court, so the 
court went to the hospital and held its 
sessions there. 

This was a most extraordinary trial. 
It took place before five judges. Tech- 
nically, the charge of perjury for the 
graver charges were outlawed by lapse 
of time, but judges, jurors, lawyers, 
witnesses and the prisoner knew that 
this was a mere technicality and that 
the real Issue was tire infraction of sec- 
tion 17% of the Criminal Code. 

The principal witness was Herr 
Ernst, a fisherman from Tegernege, 
but there were many others of prom- 
inence. One of the most remarkable 
disclosures in the trial was a letter 
written in 1888 by Bulenberg to the 
Kaiser recommending almost in the 
form of a testamentary request, a 
certain young man named: Kistler to 
imperial protection. The letter runs: 

“A young man who has given up his 
career to serve me begs for a position 
which will relieve him from care. My 
means are too small to insure a future 
for him. I can recommend him with 
&® g£00d conscience. He served me as 
secretary, and instructed my children

works the typewriter and is adapted 
by great fidelity for any position 
Your Majesty might assign to him. 
My last breath is a greeting to Your 
Majesty.” 

Prince Explains Letter. 

Asked to explain this letter the 
Prince stated that Kistler had left a 
promising position to serve him and 
continued: 

“At that time my father was still 
living. If I had died first then I had 
torn Kistler away from his profession 
without being able to leave him any- 
thing. I felt an obligation to provide 
for him and as I was very intimate 
with His Majesty I wrote the letter. 
That I made briefer mention of my 
children is easily explained. His 
Majesty knows who my children are, 
but would not have known who Kist- 
ler was, consequently I had to give a 
somewhat detailed explanation. I had 








no secrets from the Emperor, paneer 
private or of any other sort.” 

Kistler is the witness who is al- 
leged to have attempted to tamper in 
the interest of Eulenberg with Ernst, 
the fisherman from Tegernze, whose 
testimony is the principal basis of the 
present prosecution. 

The trial lasted 18 days and would 
have, been postponed earlier than it 
was but for the fact that the court 
knew public opinion was strongly 
against any appearance of favorit- 
ism. But on Friday the Prince broke 
down completely. The judges refused 
to continue the trial, though he urged 
them to go on and put an end to his 
agony. He was lying in his bed, sob- 
bing with grief and pain. He raised 
himself with difficulty and said: 

“IT am both mentally and physically 
quite well enough to go on with this 
trial. The sword has swung for so 





long over my neck that I wish it 
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would either fall or be taken away. 

The Prosecuting Attorney, Dr. Isen- 
biel, said that it was unfortunate, af- 
ter hearings extending over 18 days, 
that the case should be indefinitely 
suspended. But whatever his duty 
as a prosecutor for the Crown might 
be, his sympathy as a man requiréd 
him to move this postponement. 
Counsel for the Prince joined in the 
motion. 

Pitiful Ending of Citreiie: 

It is improbable that the trial will 
ever be resumed for it is scarcely 
likely that the Prince wfll recover.. 
It is a pitiful ending to a career that 
began with so much promise. For 
Eulenberg is an able man. 
was he a clever diplomat and a good 
soldier but he had a reputation as a 
poet and a composer. He published 
some charming stories for children 
and many ballads and songs, both 
the words and music being his. 
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He is dearly loved by the tenants of 
his estates, where he lived in almost 
fuegal splendor and it would be a 
rash man who would go down to 
Liebenburg and say anything against 
the Prince Philip zu Eulenberg and 
Hertefeld.

Deserted Husband and Babies. 

Finally the end came. Homesick and 
desperate, Lady Charlotte disappeared 
one night from the castle, accompanied 
only by a maid, a French girl, whom 
she had engaged in Paris. Two deserted 
babes were left to be reared by other 
than a mother’s hands. 

The younger sister, Maria Wood, a 
quiet, studious girl of 20 years, who had 
been living in Edinburg with her mar- 
ried sister, Mray McIntosh, hastened to 
Stobs to console with the deserted hus- 
band and to look after the infants left 
behind by her sister. And thus Char- 
lotte Wood passed out of the life of 
the Elliots, her faithful young sister, 
Maria, who never married, taking her 
place as mistress of Stobs Castle. 

In the autumn of 1861 the packet ship 
Devonshire arrived in New York with 
merchandise and passengers from Lon- 
don and Portsmouth. Among her pak- 
sengers were ‘“‘Mrs. Henrietta Robin- 
son of England” and her French maid, 
Helen Renaud. At that time there were 
letters at the New York Postoffice ad- 
vertised for ““Mrs. Robinson of Canada.”’ 

For some weeks Mrs. Robinson and 


House, then a leading hostelry for army 
and navy officers. They then went to 
Troy, where she had spent the happiest 
years of her young lifegas a schoolgirl 
at the Emma iNard Seminary. She 
"had no intentio#’ of returning to Que- 
bec. 

Met Old Leve Again. 

In Troy she had hoped to find em- 
ployment at the Willard School, but 
fate ordained her to take another 
course, and for @ week she stoped at 
& leading hotel, without going near the 
school. Then she went to Albany, per- 
(haps because her first love, Mather, 
was then in Albany, where. political 
honors had been thrust upon him. 

Henrietta Robinson met John C., 
Mather in Albany, and at his suggestion 
returned to Troy and.rented a house 
in the northern part of the city, which 
she furnished lavishly and in _irre- 
proachable taste. She had an abund- 
ance of money and denied herself no 
luxury. But she was apparently ab- 
solutely alone. There was no Mr., Rob- 
Inson. There were no children. There 
were no friends. 


Starts Back to England. 

At last her thoughts turned toward 
England and, prompted by some linger- 
ing of a mother’s love, she resolved to 
seek her husband and cast herself peni- 
tently upon his mercy. With this reso- 
lution strong within her, she as¢er- 
tained the time of the departure of the 
steamers, and, taking advantage of 
Mather’s absence, secretly set out for 
Boston. On reaching that city she 
‘stopped at the Revere House. A few 
more days would place the wide ocean 
between her and the scene of her shame 
and misery. 

It was at the moment she was about 
leaving the hotel to engage passage to 
Liverpool that a servant announced the 
arrival of Mather, who was desirous of 
an interview, and before an answer 
could be returned he had hastened to 
her apartments and presegted himself 
before her. She expressed het determina- 
tion to proceed to Europe in accord- 
ance with the resolution she had tak- 
en. He combatted fhe idea with al) 
the skill and ingenuity of which he was 
master, ang unluckily with such suc- 
cess that the close of the ensuing day 
found her once more in the Uttle cot- 
tage onthe bank of the Hudson. 

Visits Became Less Frequent. 

All went well for a time but soon 
Mather’s visits to the cottage became 
less and less frequenty; and finally 
seemed to have terminated altogether. 
She was neglected, her funds were run- 
ning low, and tn addition to it all there 
came to her ears the hissing rumor that 
he was about to foraske her in order

The fact was publicly announced that 
John C. Mndier was enraged to marry 
the daughter of Judge Geer. As canal 
commissioner he was then a power in 
Albany affairs, and with Oliver Bout- 
well controlled Republican destinies up 
the State. 

Nearly opposite to the Robinson 
house, at the corner of Rensselaer and 
River streets, in Troy, lived Timothy 
Lanagan, a small grocer, and his wife. 
With them lived Catherine Lubee, aged 
2%, a sister of the wife of Lanagan’s 
brother. Mrs. Lanagan was known fo 
be jealous of her Husband and the 
Lubee girl. Mrs. Robimson, who pur- 
chased her groceries of Lanagan, occa- 
sionally dropped in to drink a glass of 
beer with the. Lanagans. \ 

At noon, on May 2, Mrs. Robinson 
called and joined the Lanagans at din- 
ner and ordered beer. Mrs. Robinson 
put sugar in the beer. Lanagan and 
Miss Lugee drank, the wife declining. 
Lanagan died at 7 p. m. Miss Lubee 
died early next morning. Mrs. Robinson 
wastarrested, charged with murder. She 
Was: arraigned Oct. 10, 1853, and pleaded 
not guilty. Her trial began May 22, 
184. Judge Harris presided. 

Wore Veil in Court. 

‘Taken into court, the prisoner was 
handsomely dressed in black and her 
face was covered with a heavy blue 
yell. This she steadfastly refused to re- 
move despite the Court’s order. As a 
result several witnesses could not iden- 
tify her. 

The case went to the jury, and, at the 
end of three hours’ deliberation, the 
jury returned to the courtroom. 

The silence was deep and the situa- 
tion intense. Each juror having an- 
swered to his name, the clerk put the 
question and the foreman pronounced 
the word, “Gulity.”’ 

The prisoner jumped to her feet and 
denounced the court and all connected 
with it as being corrupt. Her counsel 
applied for a new trial, but failed. On 
June 19, two years after the crime was 
committed, Mrs. Robinson was sen- 
tenced. 

Laughed at Death Sentence. 

The usual formalities had been ob- 
served. Judge Harris said; 

‘Mrs. Robinson, have you any 
jections to removing your veil?’ 

The prisoner at once threw her 
over the bonnet, at the same 
laughing and conversing with 
around her. 

By this time the audience became 
much excited, standing upon the seats, 
pressing forward toward the bar and 
creating the wildest confusion. 

On July 27, 1855, a week previous to 
the day appointed for the execution, 
the Governor decided to commute the 
punishment of death to that of impris- 
onment for Hfe in Sing Sing prison. 
The next day the prison doors closed 
on the beautiful Lady Charlotte Wood- 
Elliott, alias Henrietta Robinson. 

During the two years intervening be- 
tween May 26, 1853, when Henrietta 
Robinson was charged with murder, to 
July 28, 1855, when she entered Sing 
Sing Prison, the most remarkable ef- 
forts were made to conceal the identity 
of the ‘‘veiled murderess.” 

In Sevtember, 1853, family friends of 
the Wood interests determined on an 
unusual step to make the world believe 
it untrue that Lady Elliott was the 
prisoner. It was the bold scheme of 
getting the girl out of prison for a few 
hours through sources of influence, and 
exhibiting her before the persons who 
previously had known her. 

From Jail to Reception. 

To this end a reception at the Troy 
seminary, where she had been a pupil, 
Was arranged, and while the guests 
were wondering, a butler announced: 

“Lady Elliott and Mr. William Wood.” 

There, before them, smiling, stood 
aay Elliott’ and her brother. The!

plan succeeded. The story as ‘told to 
her old friends was that ‘Lady Elliott 
had just arrived from Scotland and was 
traveling through America with her 
brother. 

The appearance of brother and sister 
at the reception stopped all talk con- 
necting the ‘‘veiled murderess’’ with the 
Wood family, but the reception at the 
Willards was barely four hours old be- 
fore brother .and sister left “‘to go to 
the hotel” for the night, the next day 
to resume their travels. They went as 
far as the Jail and Lady Elliott was 
placed once.more in her cell. 

How gras it done? 

There were politicians in Troy in the 
old days as now. 

July 20, 1855, Hennrietta Robinson was 
conveyed to Sing Sing to begin her life 
sentence. The world was left in doubt 
as to whether or not she was really 
Charlotte Wood-Ellfott of Quebec. 

Halt a Century in Prison. 

And now we come to the story of her 
prison life for half a century. 

The hospital records are in chrono- 
léyvical order, each written statement 
being signed by the physician in charge. 
Among these entries are the following: 

‘July .28, 1890—Mrs. Robinson Visited 
by Mrs. David H. Kellogg of Spuyten 
Duyvil, N. J., a former schoolmate at 
Troy.”’ 

“Aug, 1, 1896—Letter received from 
Mrs. Norton of 12 Pearl street, Melrose, 
Mass., an old schoolmate.” 

“Oct, 1, 1897—Statement made by Mrs. 
Charlotte P: Norris of 1857 Oakdale ave- 
nue, Chicago, Il.” 

It was to the effect that in 1871 she 
visited the prison, recognized and talked 
with the prisoner, who knew her and re-

School 

Admitted Her Identity. 
“Nov. 2, 1897—Mrs. .Edith Sessions 
Tupper of New York visited Auburn 
Prison, to which Mrs. Robinson had 
been interviewed, and interviewed the

Told Secret to Physician. 

June 3, 1904, 11 months before the 
death of Mrs. Robinson, Dr. H. E. Al- 
lison, superintendent of the hospital, 
makes the following significant entry: 

“June 8, 1904—Patient very feeble. She 
told me she was a member of a titled 
family; that Sir William Elliott was 
her husband,’’ 

Henrietta Robinson’s death in prison 
May 14, 1905, was announced by tele- 
graph to the newspapers of the world, 
and within four days inspired press 
reports were sent out from London, 
Ottawa and Quebec, denying that Hen- 
rietta Robinson was Lady Elliott or 
was in any way connected with the

French Sailors Almost Starv- 
ing When British Wart- 
ship Hove in Sight. 











VICTORIA, B. C., July 13.—While 
pending a farewell message fastened in 
@ quill to the neck of an albatross, one 
of a series of daily messages re- 
counting briefly the story of the wreck 
on Antipodes Island, 49 degrees 40 min- 
utes south, 178 degrees 48 minutes east, 
of the French bark President Felix 


Faure, 22 starving French sailormen , 
were rescued by the British warship 
Pegasus and taken to Sydney shortly 
before the steamer Marama, which has 
: Just arrived here, left the Australian 
: port. 
' The castaways scrambled ashore on 
-Antipodes Island, south of New Zea- 
land, and near where the survivors of 
the British bark Dundonald were res- 
cued months before, after their vessel 
drove ashore during a fog in March last. 
They had almost given up hope of res- 
cue when the British warship was sight- 
ed. 
‘, ‘Her officers were attracted by smoke 
land frantic waving .of garments by the 
shipwrecked men. The men were rav- | 
enous when rescued, haying been on 
short rations for some time. They had 
many useful utensils, needles made from 
the blades of pocketknives, dinner 
knives from an iron hoop torn froma 
cask washed from the wrecks, hair 
combs from bush thorns, fishhooks and 
bent nails, and spoons from shells. 
‘ Were in Despair. 
_ The castaways had despaired of be- 
ing found, no answering message com- 
ing to the letters sent away for days 
in quills on the necks of the feathered 
passengers migrating from the rocks, 
when the Pegasus came. At the mo- 
‘ment when her smoke was seen the 
‘men were writing a farewell. This 
strikingly realistic “last message” was 
brought to Sydney with them when the 
Tescued men were brought to the Aus- 
tralian port by the’steamer Maitai of

The message was a photograph of the 
mother of the youngest boy in the party 
‘pn a slip of paper about two by three 

aches, and on the back was written 
in. pencil: “President FeHx Faure, 
, wrecked on Antipodes Island.” It was 
while the sailors were endeavoring to 
‘fasten this message already sealed in 
@ small quill, plugged with corks, to a 
‘bird that the warship came. When the 
‘boat was seen putting off from her the 
sailors ravenously ate the small re- 
Maining stock of biscuits preserved in 
‘penguin oil and some penguin flesh. 
' The President, selix Faure was 
wrecked on the high rocks of Antipodes 
‘Island and the lifeboat in which the 
22 men started shoreward was capsized, 
throwing them. and their effects into 
the surf. They scrambled ashore, none 
being lost, and found the shelter hut 
with provisions placed for shipwrecked 
men on the lonely isle by, the New Zea- 
land Government. This hut was design- 
ed for six men and 22 crowdeu into it 
with difficulty. Capt. Noel, master of 
the wrecked vessel, in describing what 
followed said: ‘“‘The food in the hut 
was taken out and apportioned. It did 
“not go far. The tinned meat was soon 


consumed and the other provisions van- |. 


ished very quickly. 


Pienty of Birds. 
“It was not long therefore before the 


hungry men had to seek other articles 
of food. These were found in the birds 
on the island. Albatrosses came first. 
They were nesting, and as there were | 
thousands of them close to the depot 
there was no difficulty in killing the 
birds. Their flesh was far from y 
and not very nourishing. After the al- 
batrosses came penguins. Their num- 
bers were countless and the food sup- 
plies they afforded seemed absolutely 
unlimited. One day, Good Friday, the 
birds desterted the place. In the even- 
ing there were sufficient to feed a regi- 
ment; on the following morning not one 
Was left and that source of supply was 
cut off—to the men’s deep disappoint- 
ment. 

“A good deal of fishing was done. 
Fishhooks were made rather ingenious- 
ly out of nails found in the depot. They 
were bent in the recognized form and 
the points were sharpened by a fie 
which was among the tools found in 
the depot. The .elp interfered greatly 
With the fishing operations. It clings 
all around the shore of the island, and 
as the men had no boat and no means 
of making one or even a raft they could 
not xo outside the ridge. The root of a 
low growing plant that grows on the 
island was dug up and prepared, but 
found to be siringy and unnutritious. 
The sauors therefore had to keep main- 
ly to birds for supplies of food. The 
penguins were very unsavory fare, but 
the young aibatrosses were rather te- 
Ger and tasty. 


Cattle Had Diced. 
“On one octasion, roaming over the 


island, tracks of cattle were found. 
Some years ago the Hinemoa placed on 
the islands a bull and cow. There was 
@ calf and this was caught, killed anu 
eaten. The bull and cow had died ahd 
their skeletons were found. Some sheep 
had alsd been placed on the island, 
but none of these was seen, although 
there were a few skeletons.

For many years Sands has existed 
only as a memory. In the 70’s high wa- 
ter washed the town away, and since 
then there has been nothin of it ex- 
cept a very small black spot on the 
maps. 

Real estate men are already active 
in the neighborhood and premiums are 
being paid for lots on which to build 
homes for the garbage reducers. 

It’s an ill wind, etc. But St. Charles 
can’t see it that way.

After a gasoline tank had exploded in 
the rear of his grocery store and while 
his own home was wrapped in flames, 
P. M. Killoughey, a grocer at 38701 
Lucky street, rushed through smoke and 
flames into the residence of his neigh- 
bor, Thomas Keelan, at 1708A North 
Spring avenue, and threw three of Kee- 
lan’s children from a second-story win- 
dow. 

None of them was hurt. After sav- 
ing them, Killoughey barely had time 
to escape frqm the burning building. 

Whehn he heard the screams ef Kee- 
lan’s children, Killoughey ran _ into 
Koehler’s stable and pulled a delivery 
wago ninto the alley under the chil- 
dren’s window. 

After fighting his way into the build- 
ing, he tossed Joe, 6 years old; James, 
10, and John, 12, from the window to 
the roof of the wagon, whence they 
clambered to safety. The parents of the 
children were in an adjoining room, but 
could not reach them because of the 
smoke and flames. 

The explosion shook all the buildings 
in the -block, and the burst of flame 
from the tank set fire to three houses 
while their occupants were rushing pan- 
@ stricken from their stores and res- 
idences. 

The fire spread rapidly through the 
butcher shop of William Koehler at 1703 
North SpPf*mg avenue and burned 
through the ceiling into the living rooms 
of the Keelan family. 

From there it communicated with the

On riday evening she stormed at 
those who attended this same play, rail- 
ing above their heads in the thunder’s 
tones, darting glances of forked light- 
ning where.they sat among the trees, 
throwing cold water upon them literally 
in the form of torrents of rain, gustily 
scolding in outbreaks of angry winds.

rings from her ears. 


Wanted to Re Near Girl, 
Sullivan acknowledges that he went 


to the house with another man, but pro- 
tests he merely wanted to rent a room 
“so he could be near Gertie.” 

He denied that either he or his com- 
panion made any attempt to steal Mrs 
Warren’s diamonds. 

Following the statement made by the 
15-Year-old girl, the police decided to 
hold Bullivan. 

“I ran away from home and went to 
work as cashgirl in a downtown store,’ 
eaid Gertie. ‘“‘There I met Jim. He was 
running one of the automobile delivery 
wagons. He has been paying atten- 
tions to me ever since, but I haven’t 
gone out with him much lately.

She was escorting them -upstairs 
when one of them seized her by the 
throat, she says, and the other grabbed 
her earrings and said: ‘‘We came to get 
your sparklers.”’ 

Mrs. Warren says that she and George 
P. Atkins, 70 years old, one of her 
roomers, fought the men off and forced 
them to flee. 

She heard one of the men call his com- 
panion “Jim.” She knew Sullivan had 
been calling on Gertie and on that clew 
he was arrested at his home, 3343 Mor- 
gan street. 

Didn't Look at Room. 

“T went to Mrs. Warren's house last 
night, but I didn’t try to steal any- 
thing from her,’’ said Sullivan. ‘“‘There 
wasn’t any trouble at all. She told us 
she had only one room and that it 
was on the third floor, and we said we 
didn't care to look at it. Then we went 
away.” 

Mrs. Warren several months ago re- 
ported to the police that she had 
heard two men and a woman plotting 
to rob her house.

THROTTLED WITH CORD 








Young Farmer Believes H2 
Saw Her on Night She 
Was Murdered. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. « 

TROY, N. Y., July 18.—*Hazel Drew 
was strangled to death and then thrown 
into the water,”’ is the announcemont of 
William M. Clemens, the New York 


criminologist who is unraveling the mys- 
tery of her death for the New York 
World and Post-Dispatch. ‘“Further- 
tmnore, she had been brutally assaulted, 
but whether recently I caunot say. 

“I have eliminated the uncle, Taylor, 
and the lout, Smith, from any complicity 
in the murder. I have established tne 
true cause of death as strangulation, the 
result of a silk lace cord tied tightly 
about the neck. 

“Dr. Bryce, who made the autopsy to- 
day, said to me, in the presence of oth- 
ers: 


“ T witnessed the temoval of the body 
from the water to the bank of the pond. 
The woman was fully dressed and her 
clothing was in good order, even the 
back combs. of her hair being in place. 
The eyes were bulging from their 
sockets and hung down on the cheeks. 
The mouth was open and the tongue 
protruded at least two inches from the 
mouth. The whole appearance of the 
body indicated strangulation. 


Cut Clothing From Throat. 


“‘T began cutting the clothing from 
the throat, from the collar downward. 
First, I cut through the lace collar 
and next, instead of the shirtwaist, the 
blade severad a pink silk lace that was 
shirred in the neck of the girl’s under- 
vest. This had been drawn up inside of 
the shirtwaist and the silk lace or cord 
had. been drawn and knotted so tightly 
about the throat as to be imbedded in 
the swollen fiesh, which relaxed as I 
cut the cord. Then the blade cut the 
shirtwaist down to the waist. This con- 
dition only confirmed my previous con- 
clusion that the girl died from strang- 
ulation and not from the blow upon 
the back of the head, evidence of which 
was discovered later. 

“Now, as to other evidences found at 
the scene of the murder, which I 
reached within two hours after the body 
was discovered, and before it was drawn 
from the water within two feet of the 
shore, a small handkerchief belonging 
to the dead girl was found, inflated and 
crumpled, floating on the surface of the 
water. Three feet from the shore a 
piece of linen or cheesecloth, cut key- 
stone shape, lay in a roll on the sandy 
bottom of the beach. It looked as first 
like a long, white kid glove. 

Hat on Uank. 

“The black hat, with 
side, lay on the bank eight feet from the 
water, but between the hat and the wa- 
ter’s edge I found the distinct heel im- 
prints of a woman's French-heel shoes. 
There were no other footprints, but I 
account for this owing to the many 
stones and bits of flat rock scattered 
about, which would have shown evi- 
dences of having been stepped upon. 
You must remember that these hee! 
rints were found before any woman had 
visited the spot, only the officials and a 
few farmers being present.”’ 

Peter Cipherley, a farmer, today no- 
tified the District Attorney that he saw 
a girl who looked like Hazel on 2 
street car with a young man on Tuesday 
afternoon. The young man sat close 
to his companion and kept her interest- 
ed in conversation. He glanced back 
repectedly as if to see whether his at- 
tentions aroused the comments of the 
other passengers. The car was fairly 
well filled. There were two other pas- 
sengers on the seat with the young 
couple, but Cipherley did not know 
them, 

Left Them Chatting. 

When Cipherley alighted at Snyder's 
Corners, he says, the young coyple were 
still chatting gayly and he was under 
the impression that they were going to 
continue on the car to the end of the 
line at Averill Park. 

Hazel Drew checked her sultcase at 
the Union Station in Troy at 1:49 that 
same afternoon. No witnesses have 
been found who saw her with a com- 
panion near the station. It is believed 
she met him later, proposing the trol- 
ley ride to Averill Park. If she left the 
station about 2 o'clock and boarded a 
ear for Averill Park, she would have 
reached Albia at about the time when 
Cipherley says he saw the young couple 
take the car. 

In fact, places and times are perféctly 
reconciled, and the establishing of the 
clew rests solely upon a positive identi. 
fication of the girl seen by Cipherley 
as Hazel. : 

Who wae the young man seen with the 
girl is an unsolved mystery tonight that 
is engaging the attention of very de- 
tective on the case.

As the Chicago rose Pilot Coey set- 
tled himself comfortably in the basket, 
waved the crowd good-by and took sev- 
eral kodak pictures of the receding 
scene,

“I couldn’t do it, of course, if I just 
went out and bought at haphazard, or if 
I ran a bill at a grocery store. In that 
case my $10 would melt away before the 
week had fairly begun. 
Takes Lots of Figuring. 

“It takes a lot of figuring and good 
management if I do say it myself. I 
have to study and study. There are 
some things that you can spend a lot of 
money for that haven’t much nutriment 
in after you get them. . 

‘‘Now, there’s bread. Some _ people 
think that all bread is alike. They pay 
5 cents a loaf for it and think they are 
doing the best they can, and they grum- 
ble because they have no money left at 
the end of the week. But bread at 6 
cents a loaf is new bread, and it isn’t 
haif as good or wholesome as bread 
that bakers call stale or dry. 

“It. is bread that has been on hand for 
a little whtle and it is cheaper than the 
new bread and goes farther. It get two 
loaves of that for 5 cents. And we 
eut a lot of rye bread, too, which is 
cheaper yet and better for the chil- 
dren. 

“Of course wa Speed have meat three 
times a day nor even once every day 
for that matter. I am always giad 
when Friday comes, for the chidren 
don’t expect meat that day. .We are 
Catholics and don’t eat meat on Fri- 
duy, 

Economy Buying Ment. 

“But vou know a woman can waste 
ber whole $10 on meat in a week if she 
isn’t careful. I try and have meat once 
a day at least. One day it’s a 10-cent 
soup bone. You'd be surprised how big 
a bone and much meat you can get on 
it for 10 cents if you only know where 
to go and how to go after it. How dol 
do it? 

“Well, the butchers at the market are 
mighty good to folks like me when they 
know they have little money and must 
make it go as far as possible. I look 
around. I don’t take the first soup 
bone they show me. I go from one stall 
to another and I pick out a bone with a 
let of marrow in it and a lot of meat 
on it. 

“And then we have meat soup, with 
gotatoes and rice in it, and some plain 
bread with it, and that’s a good meal. 

‘Then I can get a whole lot of steak 
for 10 cents, too. Enough to go around? 
Yes, sir, plenty. And itis just as good 
meat as the richer folks pay 25 cents 
fer and just as much, too. 

Potato Pancakes for Change. 

“Now, today, we had bread and cof- 
fee for breakfast, and bread and cof- 
fee for dinner and tonight for supper 
we will have bread and coffee with po- 
tato pancakes for a change. 

“This living on $10 a week Is all a 
question of how you buy. There are 
lots of low-priced vegetables and other 
things, if you know how to buy and 
make a study of saving. 

“The thing that bothers me most is 
the rent. It is $10 a month and that 
we have to pay. I have never made the 
landlord wait for it yet. It is always 
ready for him when'it is due. And the 
matter of clothing bothers me, too. 

“My boy Walter, 16 years old, is tn 
need of shoes now. He cannot go out 
to look for work because his shoes are 
worn out. I will have to get him a new 
pair some way. We manage to dress 
clean and tidy. Calico is only 3% cents 
a yard, and it makes ai ~»nice dress. 
There is no school tax to pay now and 
that helps me some. During the school 
term I have to pay 50 cents a month 
for the children’s schooling in the paro- 
chial school. 

The Domogalla family consists of the 
father and mother and nine children, 
the eldest a young man of 33,- who 
works in a bottling factory and earns 
$10 a week when he hes a full week's 
work, But nearly every week he loses a 
cay or two. 

The father is a plumber’s helper, and 
earns $8 a day when, he works, but since 
the hard times began he has worked 
only a day or two a week, and some- 
times notatall. This is the only income 


Of the family. There is a boy of 16, who

EVIDENCE | 
GAINED AGAINST 
THE WINE CAVE 
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South Broadway Resorts 
Break the Law, Prosecutor 
Mills Asserts. 





Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
of St. Louis County procured evidence 
Saturday regarding the. operation of 
the wine caves of South Broadway, 
which he will submit to Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Kennish when he returns 
to Clayton next Wednesday. 

“These wine caves which are no more 
than dives where young men and wom- 
en meet to drink and debauch, are run- 
nipg under a pretended right,”’ said the 
prosecutor, “founded on a statute which 
permits wine growers to sell upon their 
own place the wine from their own 
grapes. 

“This is to encourage the planting 
of vineyards in the State. I have dis- 
covered that the _proprietors of the 
wine cellars of South Broadway buy 
their grapes from St. Louis commission 
merchants, which is direct violation of 
the statutes.” 


Immune From a License. 
Mill® added that the wine caves were 


not required to pay either a State or 
county license, and not being literally 
dramshops, were not regarded sus- 
piciously by mothers and fathers of the 
young girls who are seen‘there nightly. 

Judge Edward Rannells of the St. 
Louis County Court, speaking for that 
body, said Saturday that since injunc- 
tions have been granted by Judgé® Me- 
Elhinney and were signed by Assistant 
Attorney-General Kennish, the county 
judges would see that licenses were 
fevoked promptly upon evidence that 
the dramshop keeper was violating the 
law. 

“The people are weary of having their 
county, the foremost in the State, ex- 
ploited day in and day out as the seat 
of lawlessness and debauchery,” he 
said. ‘Their patience is exhausted by 
conditions that seem to require the 
Presence of the Assistant <Attorney- 
General at grand jury investigations.” 

Judge Rannells added that though he 
had been criticised severely for his fight 
against saloonkeepers, he was thorough- 
ly in sympathy with the policy of Mr.

. The crises in the relations between 
Mayor Wells and President O'Reilly 
came when O’Reilly asked the Mayor to 
approve the appointment of Brennecke 
& Fay as chief engineers of tie bridge, 
at a compensation of 5 per ceut of its 
cost. 

The Mayor Displeased, 

O’Reilly’s selection displeased Mayor 
Wells. At the same time his refusal to 
sanction O’Reilly’s appointment put 
Mayor Wells in the attitude of raising 
another barrier in the way of the bridge. 

Nevertheless, the Mayor declined to 
accept Brennecke & Fay, but instead 
sent to the Municipal Assembly a bill 
authorizing the President of the Board 
to employ an éngineer at a fee fixed by 
by the legislators. This compensation 
the Council made 4 per cent of the 
bridge’s cost in the bill which it passed. 
This bill was sent to the House of Dele- 
gates June 12 and is held there still. 

Democrats at the City Hall say that 
President O’Reilly has kept the House 
from passing the bill. President O’Reil- 
ly denies that he has taken any interest 
in the measure, although expressing 
himself as not agreed as to the policy 
of naming an engineer in the way con- 
templated by the Mayor. 

Whatever the House's objections to 
the bill may be, it is admitted both by 
President O’Reilly and Mayor Wells 
that unless the bill is passed before the 
Municipal Assembly adjourns for the 
summer there will be a delay of two 
months in preparing and submitting 
preliminary plans of the bridge for the 
War Department’s approval. As most 
of the data on which the plans will be 
based has yet to be gathered, it is 
feared they may not be ready before the 
expiration of the Congressional permit 
to build the bridge. The permit will 
terminate in January, 1909. 

Mr. Wells Is Annoyed. 

The second collision between the May- 
or and President O’Reilly came when 
O’Reiily asked the Board of Public Im- 
provements 10 days ago to approve an 
ordinance authorizing expenditures for 
plans and surveys for the new hospitals. 
Street Commissioner Travilla, after 
consulting Mayor Wells, refused to sign 
a favorablé report on the ordinance. 
The other four Democrats on the Board 
followed his example, explaining that 
they had not had an opportunity to 
study the measure in committee. They 
complained also that the Committee on 
the Presidertt’s Department had not been 
called in conference in more than a 
year. 

After the meeting of the Board, Presi- 
dent O'Reilly folded the ordinance and 
none of the Democrats on the Board, 
they say, got a chance to scrutinize 
it. 

Mayor Wells later asked Walter B. 
Dryden, secretary of the Board, for a 
copy of the bill. The Mayor then wrote 
a letter requesting members of the 
Board to decline concurrence in the 
plan to send the ordinance to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

According to Mayor Wells, the ordi- 
nance was objectionable because it con- 
templated expenditures that have al- 
ready been authorized, since Architect 
Albert Groves has nearly completed 
plans for thé new hospitals. . 

The reports submitted to Mayor Wells 
by Prof. John L. Van Ornum and a 
special committee employed to invest- 
imate President O'Reilly's office, will be 
used by the Mayor piecemeal, as the 
exigencies of his fight demand. 


To Give Explanations. 


Every time there is a halt in leg\s- 
lation relating to the pridge, or in the 
work after construction has ben n, the 
Mayor will get his appointees “0 line 
and give a public explanation of the 
administration's policy. 

President O'Reilly tola a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch thet the extracts 
from Prof. Van Ornum’s report, given 
by the Mayor to the House of Dele- 
gates, were not of much importance.

For the purpose of presenting to the 
voters of Missouri complete informa- 





tion regarding the eight constitutional 
amendments to be voted at the elec- 


tion in November, a publicity commit- 
tee has been organized to prepare a 
pamphlet setting out reasons for and 
against the amendments. The move- 
ment was started by S. L. Moser, who 
has been chosen secretary, and is non- 
patrisan. 

The members of the committees invit- 
ed to serve have expressed their willing- 
ness to join in the movement of edu- 
cation, which in past years has been 
neglected. It has been believed that 
few voters in the past have thoroughly 
understood constitutional amendments 
on which they voted. 

Folk on Committee. 

The Publicity Committee consists of 
Gov. Joseph W. Folk, Attorney-General 
Herbert S. Hadley, State Superinten- 
dent of Schools Howard A. Gass, Judge 
W. M. Williams of Boonville, F. N. Jud- 
son, Prof. Loeb of the Missouri State 
University, J. V. Davis, James E. Boggs 
and Dr, William P. Hill. 

On this Cemmittee are men holding 
opposite views on some of the amend- 
ments. It is the intention te-prepare a 
pamphlet setting out the reasons of 
those who believe the amendments 
should carry, and also the reasons of 
those who believe they should be de- 
feated. 

It is estimated that the cost of send- 
ing one of these pamphlets to each 
voter in the State will be about $15,000. 
To raise funds to defray the expenses 
of this campaign of education, the fol- 
lowing Financial Committee has been 
organized:

Entrant, 55 Years Old, Drowns 
Before Thousands of

CHICAGO, July 18.—Death of one of 
the contestants in the Marathon River 
Swim today turned into a tragedy an 
athletic event, which, in many ways, 
was the most remarkable that ever 
teok place in Chicago. 


The oldest contestant, Albert G., 
Freese, 55 years old, Was seized with 
cramps when he reached a point algjout 
20 yards south of Madison whe Sse and 
sank, never to rise alive.

Superior generalship and a more sci- 
entific knowledge of the fine points of 
the game won the singles champion- 
ship for Jones from Brewster in the 
finals late yesterday.

Putting the scalpel still deeper into the 
wound one finds that there is no feel- 
ing of confidence in the St. Louis pitch- 
ers. When, therefore, it was seen that 
the previousiy unbeaten Dinneen was 
driven to the bench in two successive 
outs, and that the mighty Powell was 
apparently weakening under stress, the 
natural opinion was that the only 
strong members of the club's staff had 
after all done the originally expected 
act and “blown up.” 

As a matter of fact, if the testimony 
of the pitchers themselves, of the cor- 
respondents with the club and of Man- 
ager McAleer himself are of any weight 
both Powell and Dineen were there with 
every particle of pitching ability that 
they have possessed through the sea- 
gon. 

In foct, all witnesses are unanimous 
in etating that it was just freak batting 
rallies that disturbed the winning efforts 
of the St. Louis club. 


But fans, who look upon baseball in 
the cold light of actual achievement, 
have little faith in apologies or explana- 
tions for failures. Perhaps their's is 
the more direct and better judgment 


which is based upon actual fact. 

But of one fact the fans may be cer- 
tain—there is no weak strain in the 
defensive side to the Browns. Every 
team has its days of bad work, but with 
the Browns these have been few and 
far between. Hitherto the Boston club 
has been the only one to see a bad she 
of the club in the fleld. For the most 
part the team has been clock-like in its 
regularity, and for the future it will 
doubtiess be the same way ina major- 
ity of its games. 


It is the part of good judgment to 
base an opinion on past performance, 
and going on thi, basis the Browns have 
given their friends but little cause for 
alarm. 

Again That Dear Boston. 

At Boston the team will be put to 
the real test. Boston has been a bit- 
ter foe for the Browns all season and 
if McAleer wishes to vindicate his 
opinion of the St. Louis players all 
he must do is to win this series. 

A sane view of the Browns’ situa- 
tion fails to show any more cause for 
fear that the club will not maintain 
its place in the van or near it than 
existed before. 

But if the Browns’ case seems sad 
to ite friends, picture the Cardinals, 
Here we have the spectacle presented 
of hard work, financial expenditure, 
months of worry and the net result, 
last place. And on top of all of It, 
what outlook has the Cardinal team 
for 1909? 

To make a winning club of the St. 
Louis Nationals Mr. Robison will have 
_ to do something little short of heroic. 
Both Manager McCloskey and Presi- 
dent Robison have been out scouting 
for players during the past week. 


What they accomplished remains to 
be given out, but it is a certainty 
that no players of major league oali- 
ber, experience and ability have been 
secured. 

Right there reste the crux of the 
Cardinals situation, The team is al) 
too green now. It needs fortification 
in experience rather than manual 
ability. Barry and Gilbert have failed 
to impose on the Cardinals any evi- 
dence of their influence, as sometimes 
older and wiser players will on young 
heads. The team still plays, in many 
respects, a haphazard defense thar 
now is good and again is worse than 
bad. 

Worst Yet to Come. 


Its recent playing has been that of

HUNTSVILLE, Mo., July 18.—No Ve-

That Irving Carter, avenger of his 
sister’s honor, acted in obedience to the 


' mandate of a family conference is the 


charge of the lawyers who are prost- 
cuting him for murder. 

But it is charged. further that at the 
first council, attended only by the in- 
mediate family, the decision was to try 
to save the girl's reputation and mere.y 
to warn young Bagby away from the 


Carter home—not to kill him; that 
Beulah therefore wrote a note of warna- 


ing, dictated by her father; but that 
at later conferences, attended by George 
Harris, brother qf Mrs. Carter and an 
uncle of the girl, the death sentence 
was passed, and that after waiting sev- 
‘eral nights in vain for Bagby to appear, 
the girl was told to write another note, 
declaring all was wel! and inviting ber 
sweetheart to his death. 
Two Mysteries Are Unsolved. 

The disappearance of the second 
note Beulah wrote and the doubt as 
to whether both the revolver ana 
shotgun with which Bagby was slain 
wer fired by Irving, constitute ele- 
ments of mystery in the case. 

The first statement given out by 
the Carters, that Bagby was killed 
in the supposition he was a burglar 
approaching the house, was soon 
abandoned and they determined to 
sacrifice Beulah’s reputation and 
throw. Irving onthe mercy of the 
jury, pleading the “unwritten law.” 
"°At the preHminary hearing this line 
of defense was followed. Davia 
Bagby, the father; his wife and the 
girl all told the story of the betrayal, 
and the girl's recital, covering five 
hours, afforded a dramatic court 
‘Bcene.

It was 
not a new story—just the unvarnished 
narrative of a country girl who had be- 
lieved and had been deceived, broken and 
forgotten—with. no grace nor art in the

Beulah made no appeal for sympathy, 
raised no imploring gaze to her merci- 
less interlocutor.

In the possession of the lawyers for 
the prosecution is a bundle of letters 
Beulah wrote*to Bagby. They tell her 
love story as she could not tell it on the 
stand. Practically all of them are there, 
from the first prim schoolgirl notes 
through a crescendo scale to the final 
agonized note of warning. They are 
quaint bits’ of neighborhood gossip in 
them, flashes of innocent fun, little ma- 
ternal solicitudes—“*be sure not to over- 
work yourself, dear boy’’—and touches 
of gay vanity; aid over all the ligat of 
a@ great tenderness, shot through with 
a lightning flash of apprehension to- 
ward the last, lest harm come to him 
and her. 

How could she tell her love to the piti- 
less spectators, who crowded the court- 
room, as she had told it secretly to 
Tom. 

Lone Letter Is Missing. 

One part of Beulah’s testimony to 
which the prosecution attached import- 
ance was that relating to two letters 
she wrote Bagby after her mother 
learned their secret, during the week be- 
fore hig death. The first was written 
Tuesday, June 23, at her father’s @icta- 
tion, told him never to come to the 
Carter home again, and demanded her 
ring and letters. ‘““‘We are to te strang- 
ers now and forever,”’ it said. 

The second letter was written Fri- 
day. Beulah says it was like the first 
—A Warning to stay away. The prose- 
cution charges that it contained notes 
both from her and her father, saying 
the father’s only objection to Bagby’s 
atteritions had been Beulah’s age, and 
inviting him to call. This is the letter 
which ‘Bagby is said to have carried 


| with him when he visited the Carter 


home the Saturday night he was killed, 
but which has not been found. 

“Uncle George’ Harris, whose testi- 
mony proved as startling as the girl's 
Was pathetic, is a small, nervous, 
sharp-featured man,  brown-skinned, 
with thin Hipe and heavy jaws. 

He told, before Beulah took the stand, 
how Mrs. Carter summoned him after 
she learned, a week before the tragedy, 
of the girl’s betrayal. He went to the 
Carter home Tuesday night and took 
his revolver with him, and. thereafter 
he slept there regularty, except for two 
nights spent in St. Louls on business. 

Beulah was sent into another room 
to sleep, Harrfs’ testimony showed, and 
in the Httle room she had occupied 
either Harris or Irving Carter slept 
nightly, watching until late for the com- 
ing of Bagby.

Unconscious, They Are Rushed 
to Dispensary in Buggy, 
Wagon and Ambulance. 








Two girls, each 17 years old, were 
saved from probable death yesterday 
afternoon by a relay race against time, 


in which the vehicles were a wagon, a 
buggy and an ambulance, from Nor- 
mandy Grove to the West End Dispen- 
sary. The girls are Grace Wallace and 
Lulu Reynolds, both of whom live at 
3025 Hickory street. 

The race followed an experience in one 
of the St. Louis County resorts, some 
of which have become so notorious for 
their defiance of the law that Gov. Folk 
now has a special prosecutor at Clay- 
ton trying to curb them. The girls say 
they were drugged by three men who 
accompanied them to the resort, and left 
unconscious by the roadside. 

Found Unconscious Near Road, 

William Gletber, a farmer, found the 
two girls late yesterday afternoen, lying 
unconscious near the Florisant road, 
half a mile west of Normandy Grove. 
They were about 20 feet from the road- 
way, and he thought at first that they 
were dead. 

When he found that the girls were 
alive, he lifted them into his wag- 
on and drove at the highest speed to the 
grove, where he notified Eugene Gerre, 
the proprietor. 
~The latter telephoned to Wellston, and 
Deputy Sheriff John Miller went to Nor- 
mandy Grove in a buggy,-returning at 
top speed with them. 

The police of the Twelfth District, in 
Forest Park, had been notified by tele- 
phone, and when the buggy reached 
Wellston an ambulance was in waiting. 

The girls were transferred to it, and 
the horses were whipped to the dispen- 
sary. 


Their Story of Attack.

Belleville Man Loses 4514 
Pounds, Will Subsist Few 
Days on Milk.

Frank Schmitz, 48 years old, of 78 
Abend street, Belleville, will end a 3- 
days’ fast at noon today by drinking 


malted milk. In fasting 35 days, Schmitz 
has broken the St. Clair County record, 
taking the honors from Dr. Il. J. Eales 
of Belleville. 

Schmitz began his fast at noon June 
14. Sinoe then he has partaken only 
of a few glasses of water each day, 
sometimes with dashes of lemon juide. 

He Loses 45% Pounds. 

June 14 he weighed 257% pounds. Now 
he tips the scales at 212 pounds, a re- 
duction of 45% pounds in weight. His 
chest measure then was 4 inches and is 
now 40 inches. The waist measurement, 
as a result of the fast, has been re- 
duced from 5 inches to ‘4 inches. 
Schmitz’s lung capacity, which on June 
14 was 240 cubic feet, is now 280 cubic 
feet. 

In the first four days of the fast 
Schmitz lost 1%% pounds. The following 
week his weight was reduced 5% pounds 
and another week reduced it 7% pounds. 

Schmitz says that before beginning his 
fast he was unable to carry even a 
bucket of coal or water, and, even in 
dressing in the morning required the as- 
sistance of hie wife. He claims he now 
is able to undergo considerable exercise 
without exhaustion. 

Did Not Care fer Feod. 

Only during the first few days of the 
period did Schmitz have a desire for 
food. At noon today he will take a 
small quantity of malted milk. He wil! 
subsist on the milk for several days 
and then tae more solids as noyrish 
ment. 

Dr. Eales, who held the record for 
fasting until Schmitz stepped in, faated 
$1 days, from May 71, 1907, to July 1. 
197. When he stopped eating he 
weighed 192 pounds and at the conclu- 
sion of the fast he tipped the scales at 
162 pounds.

Distressing End Comes to Ro- 
mance With Daughter of 
a Nobleman.

PARIS, July 18.—Friends of Mme. 
Mélba were distressed today to learn 
that suit and counter-suit in divorce

in another suit. 

The unhappy ending of the brief 
marital experience had its beginning in 
‘a pretty little romance in which pa- 
rental objection to the union finally was 
evercome by eloquent pleading. Mme. 
Melba expressed herself as unalterably 
opposed to the marriage when her son 
announced his fntention. 

Before her marriage Mrs. Armstrong 
was Miss Ruby Otway, daughter of Sir 
Jocelyn Otway, owner of the famous 
Tufton collection of paintings. 


Settles $10,000 a Year on Son. 


Melba settled $10,000 a year on her 
son, of which $4000 was secured in 
marriage settlements. Announcement of 
the engagement aroused great interest 
in America and many congratulations 
were cabled. 

Young Mr. Armstrong had lived with 
his father on a Western ranch in Amer- 
ict until his mother took him to Lon- 
don a few years ago. He lived in Lon- 
don from that time on, dividing his time 
between college, Mme. Melba’s home in 
London and her country home on the 
Thames, near the Otway garden, where 
the love-making first began. 

The bride and bridegroom took pos- 
session of a sumptuous suite of apart- 
ments in Great Cumberland street, 
London, provided by Mme. Melba. She 
had become completely reconciled to 
the situation and did everything in her 
power to make the couple happy.

Vacant Lots and Streets Are Over- 
grown and Mayor Is Getting 


Anxious. 

Wanted: Able-bodied men to commit 
petty crimes in Alton, in order to get 
on the street-sweeping gang. Apply at 
once. City of Alton. 

Mayor Beall and Chief of Police Max- 
well want the city weeds, which have 
grown from four to five feet high, cut, 
and want them cut badly, even being on 
the verge of soliciting for persons t> 
join the street-sweeping gang. They are 
in a quandary, because the weeds aren’t 
cut and the weed-cutting appropriation 
is nill. 

Heretofore the weeds have always 
been cut by prisoners, who work on the 
streets to pay their fines, but just now 
the city bastile is empty and the city’s 
vacant lots and streets are getting 
choked with weeds. 

Saturday Mayor Beall decided to start 
a weed-cutting crusade by notifying the 
property owners to cut their weeds on 
vacant lots. But this was what he got: 

*‘Mayor Beall, I don’t see why I have 
to cut my weeds. Anyway, I can’t get 
to the weeds on my lot because the 
city’s weeds have so completely cov- 
ereed my lot that I. can’t find it. Cut 
your own weeds and then I’ll cut mine.”’ 

Dozens of others followed with a 
like answer. 

“Tt is a perplexing question,”’ said the 
Mayor, Saturday, “and I just don't 
know what to do. I hope we can run in 
some prisoners next week, for the 
weeds need cutting mighty bad.’’ 


COMMISSION FIXES LINES 
OF DRAINAGE DISTRICT 


Follows Original Boundaries Laid 
Down by Gen. Ernst for 
East Side Project. 


The boundaries of the proposed drain- 
age district in the American Bottoms 
was fixed yesterday at a meeting in 
Belleville of the Drainage Commission, 
composed of Judge John B. Hay of 
Belleville, Justice Hillskoetter of Ed- 
wardsville and Judge B. R. Burroughs 
of Madison County.

The proposition for the city to exercise 


its option in 1911 and purchase the elec- [ 


trical conduit system for the purpose 
of encouraging competition in the elec- 
tric light and power business of St. 
Louis, has been well received by all 
classes of business: and professional 
men, according to officials of the 
Twenty-seventh Wafd Improvement As- 
sociation, whith launched the movement 
recently. 

. President William Sacks and Secre- 
tary Robert A. Blatterman have re- 
ceived many favorable responses to 
their communications, addressed to other 
business and civic ‘organizations re- 
questing them to take up the matter. 

Vincent McShane, member of the 
House of Delegates from the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, has written thewssocja- 
tion a letter suggesting that informa- 
tion on the subject be widely distributed. 

i. J. O, Reller of the North St. Louis 
Business Men's Association, who took 
an active interest in the organization of 
the Light, Heat and Power Committee 
of the Affiliated Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, made a personal call on Mr. 
Sacks to discuss the question and came 
to the conclusion that city ownership 
of the conduit system would bring about 
a. practical solution of the light and 
power question. 

Plan Meets Approval. 

Mayo Fesler, secretary of the Civic 
League, wrote that. he -would lay the 
matter before the organization at its 
next meeting. Mr. Sacks says that in 
discussing the proposition with busi- 
ness and professional mén ‘hé lias found 
it meets with almost universal-approval. 

“The proposition is one that appeals 
to business men because it opens the 
Way for competition without any more 
tearing up of the streets,” said Mr. 
Sacks. _ 

“Under the present arrangement, with 
one company controlling absolutely the 
only conduit system possible in the busi- 
mess district where the cream of the 
electrical business lies, there is no pos- 
Bible way by which a competing com- 
pany can advantageously get into the 
field. 

“To lay additional conduits in the al- 
ready fully occupied streets would cost 
an almost prohibitive amount of money, 
while with the conduits under municipal 
control any company that Hved up to 
the city’s requirements could get into 
them and sell electricity. 

“I find by looking into this question 
that in 190, when-there was active com- 
petition between the two electric light- 
ing and power companies, consumers 
had very little difficulty in getting sat- 
fisfactory rates. 

No Competition, Higher Rates. 

“As s00n as competition ceased the 
rates went up and conditions were im- 
Posed which created dissatisfaction 
among consumers. 

“With matters as they now stand it! 
would take years for a rival company, 
even if it had a franchise, to be ready 
to do business. 

“Business men tell me that this is the 
most practical suggestion that has yet 
been made for a complete and lasting 
solution of the lighting question. “T 
have looked up all the legal decisions 
on the conduit system and I am sgatis- 
fied the city has the right to buy them.” 
The Twenty-seventh Ward Improve- 
ment Association Is now sending copies 
of its resolution, containing its sueges- 
tion for the purchase of the conduits.

SAVED HER FATHER AND UNCLE 
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WANT CARNEGIE 


MEDAL FOR GIRL 
WaU SAVED TWO 
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But Fourteen Years Old She 
Rescues Father and Uncle 
While in Swimming. 








PORTLAND, Ore., July 18.—Steps are 
being taken to submit the details of the 
remarkable display of heroism of lé- 
year-old Cora Hosford to the commit- 
tee in charge of the Carnegie Hero Fund 
for a medal in recognition of her 
bravery in rescuing her father and un- 
cle from drowning in the Columbia Riv- 
er at Washougal last Saturday night. 

After th» rescuing the two men the 
girl tried to save her 14-Year-old cousin, 
Mildred Long, who lived with’ her par- 
ents at 445 East Ash street, this city. 

Cora Hosford lives at Washougal, a 
smal] town in Washington on the Co- 
lumbia River, 20 miles from Portland. 
Her father is Capt. L. P. Hosford, a 
steamboat man, and she learned to swim 
when very young. Her uncle, aunt and 
cousin were visiting her from Portland, 
and in the evening her father, uncle and 
cousin went swimming with her. 

It was 8 o'clock when they entered 
the water to-swim across the lagoon. 

When they had reached the middle 
of the lagoon Cora Hosford called to 
Mr. Patterson that she was tired. 

He swam close to her and told her to 
place her hands on his shoulders. To- 
gether they reached the ‘bank.’ 

At the bank they heard cries, for. aid 
from Capt. Hosford and saw him strug- 
gling in the water with ‘Mfldred Long. 
Patterson went to their rescue, leaving 
Miss Hosford on the shore. 

Reaching the two struggling 
mers, Patgerson seized Capt, Hosford by 
the hand and was towing both the 
Captain and the girl towards the shore 
when Capt. Hosford lost his grip upon 
the girl. Both men reached for her. 
She clung frantically to them, prevent- 
ing them from using their arms. 

Seeing their danger, Cora Hosford 
plunged into the water. It was with 
difficulty that ehe rescued the two 
men,

The Greeks of St. Louis and of other 
cities in North and South Amreica: are 
contributing money to build a battle- 
ship and present it to the Greek Govern- 
ment. The plan is to Yaise $500,000 and 
have the war vessel built in an Ameri- 
can shipyard and then send it over, 
manyed with Greek-American sailors, 
and give it to the King of Greece with 
the compliments of his former subjects 
who are now Americans. 

There already has been collected $13,- 
000, which is on deposit in New York 
banks. Several hundred dollars has 
been sent from St. Louis. The Greeks 
employed at the Jefferson Hotel sent 
$42 last week to the fund, and the em- 
pioyes of Spiro Canios, a _ restaurant 
keeper, 1503 Market street, sent $47. 

The movement was begun last March 
by Mr. Skiko, a prominent Greek of 
San Salvador. It spread over the two 
Americas and now the money is flow- 
ing in from all directions. Solon J. 
Viasto, editor of Atlantis, a daily Greek 
paper in New York, is the custodian of 
the fund and has it on deposit there. 


There are 14 Greek newspapers in the 
United States and the majority of them 
oppose. having Viasto as the treasurer 
of the fund, although they are in favor 
of the movement. 

Hector M. E. Pasmezoglu, Greek con» 
sul in St. Louis, says he never has heard 
of the movement and does not wish to 
comment upon it. 

John C. Palmarias, a Greek journal- 
ist, 112 South Fourteenth street, declares 
the plan is a good one and that Mr. 
Viasto is the best man for treasurer 
that could be found.

DIGNITY IN FRONT SEAT 


Councilmen, However, Op- 
pose Paying Tribute to 
Moribund Papers. 


By a covert threat to compel the city 
to buy space in the Westliche Post or 
Abend Anzeiger on their own terms, 
unless the latter paper's bid of 7 cents 
a line for doing the public printing is 
aecepted, John Schroers, general man- 
ager of the German- American Printing 
Plunderbund, may ‘force the Council to 
award the annual contract at its meet- 
ing Tuesday. 

City Register Regan will forward to 
the Council copies of letters contain- 
ing the adroit ultimatum of the Ger- 
man-American Press Association. 

In his second communication ad- 
dressed to Register Regan on the sub- 
ject of city printing, Mr. PeRroers, 
speaking for his company, says “We 
shall extend the contract until July 22, 
in all 30 days after its expiration, June 
ny 
-The conclusion which Councilmen and 
other city officials beileve Mr. Schroers 
wishes them to draw from his letter is 
that the Anzeiger and Westliche Post 
\i]l withdraw from the competition for 
the contract and thus oblige the City 
Register to go to them as an ordinary 
advertiser and ‘accept whatever rates 
the German-American Press Associa- 
tion and @s abettor, the Amerika, may 
choose to fix for the city’s business. 

Hints at Legal Fight. 

In the letter which he wrote Chair- 
man Fitzsimmons.of the Council's spe- 
celal committee which investigated the 
combination of Germah papers, Mr. 
Schroers hinted at the possibiuty of the 
city’s incurring serious legal entangle- 
ments if the bids were not ratified. 

Since then Mr. Schroers has, in g0os- 
siping to the city officials and outsiders, 
dwelt gleefully on ithe complications 
which might follow the rejection of the 
Anzeiger’s bid. As some of the conse- 
quences of the Council's attempt to 
prevent the taxpayers from being 
‘“‘wouged’’ any _ longer, Mr.  Schroers 
boasted that a.i ordinances, contracts 
and special tax bills not advertised in 
accordance with the charter would be 
invalid, and that»=progress on all public 
improvements and legislation now under 
way or hereafter to be undertaken 
would be effectually halted. 

The effect of his argument was that 
unless the Councilmen, as representa- 
tives of the taxpayers, gave his paper 
the contract even at the exorbitant rate 
of 7 cents a line, he and the German 
Plunderbund would bring the city’s af- 
fairs into chaos and practically fine 
the people by stopping public improve- 
ments and entailing tremendous legal 
costs on the municipality. 


Sandhag Tactics May Be Used. 

If the Council calls Schroers’ ‘‘bluff’’ 
Tuesday and he doesn’t back down, the 
Anzieger will cease publishing the 
city’s advertising Wednesday. After 
that the City Register will have to re- 
advertise for bids 
the German newspapers any sum they 
ask for doing the public printing. 

Councilman Fitzsimmons, Norvell, 
Crunde and Lambert are opposed, they 
have said, to allowing the German pa- 
pers more than 3 cents a line, The Star 
and Chronicle does the same work and 
gives a wider publicity for 2.8 cents a 
line. 

The English papers have not in years 
received as much per line as the An- 
zeiger demands, despite the fact that 
none of the German dailies has any- 
thing like the circulation of their Eng- 
lish contemporaries. 


ALL-NIGHT SIEGE OF JAIL

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., July 18.—After 
besieging the local jail all night, deter- 
mined to lyrfch Clayton Jackson, a ne- 
gro, for killing Albert Crawley of New 
York, a white man, a mob -which 
sought the negro’s life learned that the 
prisoner had been spirited away.

The appointment of the committee 
came yesterday afternoon following a 
meeting of 28 representatives of Wash- 
ington avenue wholesalers and jobbers, 
to whom W. H. Gentner, president of 
the Retailers’ Commercial Union, sug- 
gested an exposition. 

The Retailers’ Commercial Union has 
in its membership merchants in Iowa, 
North and South Dakota, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Kansas and Arkansas. Five 
hundred of them have planned to come 
to St. Louis and purchase their fall 
stocks of goods, including hardware, 
groceries, trunks, millinery, all kinds 
of dry goods, jewelry, shoes and furni- 
ture. 

Mr. Gentner’s suggestion was not fa- 
vorably received. G. W. Fleming, chair- 
man of the meeting, explained that as 
the exposition would cost a large sum 
of money, all the jobbers and manu- 
facturers who, would be benefited 
ought to be consulted and pledged to 
bear a share of the expense. 

The committee which will obtain the 
co-operation of the several interests was 
chosen and will start its work Wednes- 
day.

HIGH PRICES 
DUE TO SHRINKAGE 
FRUITERERS SAY 


Dealers Declare That Whole- 
sale Quotations Also Put 
Them at Disadvantage. 





Retail grocers throughout St. Louis 
told Post-Dispatch reporters yesterday 
that, notwithstanding the fact that 
fruit is more plentiful this season than 
for the past twb or three years, whole- 
sale prices are higher than in 1907, and 
that this “(coupled with the loss en- 
tailed by unavoidable shrinkage) is re- 


sponsible for the high retail prices. 

Shrinkage is the technical term ap- 
plied by dealers to that percentage of 
fruits and vegetables that is _ lost 
through being spoiled in transit and in 
other ways. 

F. Thro of 1713 Franklin avenue, one 
of the leading grocers in that part of 
St. Louis, in talking about the high 
prices, ‘said: 

“Fruit is more plentiful now than 
for several years, but wholesale prices 
are higher. Cantaloupes have never 
been lower during the season than 
$1.90 a crate, and the price now is $2.26 
and $2.50. These crates come in from 
40 to 45 melons, and the shrinkage 
ranges from one to five melons to a 
crate. We retail them at from 6° to 
10 and 12% cents, according to size. 

“Berries were selling Thursday at 9 
cents wholesale for a crate of 12 boxes. 
On Friday. they were selling at $1.10 a 
crate. We retail them at 10 cents a 
box, thereby realizing $1.20 on the crate. 
The average shrinkage on berries is 
about 56 per cent. 

“For peaches, we pay 60 cents for a 
four-basket crate. We sell these 
peaches for 20 cents a basket, or just 
2. cents more than we pay for them. 
The shrinkage on peaches is about 6 
per cent. 

“Our shrinkage is greater than that 
of the dealers in the downtown mar- 
kets. Our custdmers pick over our 
stock, turn peaches out. of baskets 
and berries out ef. boxes, and will not 
take bruised ones. Dealers in the mar- 
kets will not allow customers to in- 
spect fruit.’’ 

J. D. Lukenbill, a grocer at 39% Fol- 
som avenue, in discussing the prices of 
vegetables and fruits, said: 

‘Everybody knows that there is more 
fruit this year than last, or than for 
two or three years,”’ he said, ‘yet 
wholesale prices are higher. 

‘For cantaloupes, grocers pay $2.25 
and $2.50 a crate of from forty to forty- 
five melons, and they sell them at 5, 10 
and 12% cents. We lose from two to 
five melons in each crate. 

‘Peaches are bought in the _ four- 
basket crate. The shrinkage averages 
half a basket to the\crate, or 12% per 
cent. We sell these peaches at 2 cents 
a basket. 

“Corn has been scarce this year. The 
last I had was two days ago. I 
bought 40 dozen ears at 18 cents a 
dozen. I sold this corn at ® cents a

Pills, 
to be thus coated, as soon as they 
leave the drying room go to what is 
known as the gelatine room, where 
scores of young girls are at work be- 
fore tanks of gelatine.

Shrilling Utierance of George 


G). Jones as He Severed His Left Arm at Wrist Upon 
Learning Jhat His Wife Had Sued for Divorce --- Ghastly 


Y CUTTING off his left hand to 
send as a symbol of hatred to 
the wife who had deserted him, 
George W. Jones of Texas, who was 
sentenced tp life imprisonment for 
murder, has now obtained a pardon. 
He cut off his hand when his wife 
sued him for divorce on the ground 
that he was a convict. The act so ex- 
cited the sympathy of a citizen of 
Texas that he volunteered to appeal 
for a pardon. He got the necessary 
evidence to prove Jones innocent and 
the other day the prematurely old 
prisoner left the prison, but without 
any ostentatious joy. 

There was a queer light in the 
prisoner's eyes. It was not grief. It 
was not remorse. It was not anger. 
It was not hate. 

It was such a look as Hawthorne 
describes as having been in the eyes 
of the husband of Hester Prynne 
when he saw the Scarlet Letter 
pinned upon the bosom of his faith- 
less wife. 

For the Texan liberty meant one 
thing above all else. It was the op- 
portunity to stand face to face with 
a certain’woman, look into her eye, 
and display the stump of his left 
wrist. 

She was the woman who had cast 
him aside when he needed her love 
and faithfulness most. It was for a 
sign and token to her that love was 
burned from his heart forever that 
he cut off his left hand and sent it, 
dripping, to her. His great revenge, 
the final boon he asked of life. was 
jst to loox a‘ her with that strange, 
inscrutable expresston that lighted 
his eyes, and show her the arm with- 
out a hand. 

It is believed that the annals of no 
prison in the whole United States, 
replete as they are with dusky dra- 
mas, contain such a story as his. In- 
deed, in fiction there is nothing to 
compare with it. It stands all alone 
among the romances of the world. 

And here is the story of George W. 
Jones, or rather the story of his left 
hand: 


A Prosperous Man. 


Jones and his wife lived in Taylor 
County, Texas, 14 years ago. He was 
in the hote] business, prosperous and 
the owner of considerable real estate. 

Most of his real estate was in the 
form of residence property, which he 
rented out. One day the body of 
one of his tenants, a woman. was 
found on the floor of her house, a bul- 
let hole through the heart. 

It was known that Jones and the 
woman had quarreled because he had 
demanded that she vacate the house, 
which demand she had refused. She 
had threatened to “hound him the 
rest of his life” if he did put her out. 

There was nothing but circumstan- 
tial evidence against Jones, but on 
that circumstantial evidence he was 
convicted of the woman's murder and 
sentenced to death. 

There was a lingering doubt in the 
mind of the Governor, however. Be- 
cause of that doubt he commuted the 
sentence to life imprisonment. Jones 
was taken to the Penitentiary to be- 
gin his life as a convict. 

His beautiful young wife, whose 
faith in him and whose love of him, 
remained unshaken, moved to Hunts- 
vilie and began teuching music. She 
was given special privileges by the 
prison officials and allowed to see her 
prisoner husband several times each 
week. She also was permitted to sup- 
ply him with many delicacies and 
comforts. 

The devotion of the young, beautiful 
and accomplished woman touched the 
hearts of the people of Huntsville. It 
made them say to each other: “Sure- 
ly, a man who Its trusted so sincerely 
and so fully and so unselfishly cannot 
be altogethéf bad—perhaps is not 
guilty of any crime. after all.” 


A Hopeful Prisoner. 


Jones continually hoped for a new 
trial or a pardon. He protested that 
he was innocent and said he did not 
believe he could be, all his life, the 
victim of the terrible mistake that 
had been made. He looked forward 
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ited the prison with less frequency 
than before. 

Her husband questioned her about 
this new program and she made ex- 
cuses. The prison officials no longer 
allowed her special privileges, she 
told him, and she could come only 
when they would permit her. 

The change made the prtsoner 
grieve. It had robbed him of a Jarge 
part of the little sunlight of his life. 

He could not quite understand what 
the matter was, but never for one 
minute did he doubt the faithfulness 
and devotion of his wife. In his 
sleep he was heard by the guards to 
moan and speak her name. 

For some months she continued to 
make her regular trips to the Peni- 
tentiary on visiting days. Then some- 
times she missed even these, but al- 
ways had an excuse which seemed to 
satisfy her convict husband. But her, 
as he believed, enforced neglect sad- 
dened, him. 


Wife Cast Him Aside. 


Jones worked in the saddle and 
harness shops. He was a strong man 
when he entered the prison, weighing 
more than 200 pounds and possessing 
robust health. His hair had been 
a jet black. 

Now he was thin and bent and his 
hair was turning gray. But the fire 
of hope still burned in his héart— 
hope that he was to be vindicated and 
pardoned. 

One day it was announced that an 
officer of court wished to see him: 
The officer was shown into the har- 
ness shop and Jones got up from his 
work, a radiant smile overspreading 
his face. 

He came forward eagerly. At last, 
at last, he thought, either a pardon 
had been granted or his case was 
to be reopened. It was. like the sight 
of a sail to a shipwrecked mariner, 
marooned on a desert island. 

The court officer had a legal docu- 
ment in his hand. He offered it to 
the prisoner, who took it with trem- 
bling Yoy. 

He had not waited in vain, he 
thought to himself. The long lane 
was turning now. He unfolded the 
paper with quivering fingers. 

He began to read it. What was 
this? A suit for divorce. He 
blanched and almost swooned. He 
read on, with a heroic effort, until 
he had assured himself that it was 
not some horrible mistake. 

Yes, it was true, The woman he 
adored, the woman whose love had 
been his very life, had cast him aside. 
She had appealed fo the courts to 
sever every tie that held them to- 
gether. 


The smile of anticipated joy scarce- 
ly had died from his lips, but he was 
deathly white. 

Quick as a flash he seized a hatchet. 
He laid his left hand down upon the 
work bench. He lifted the hatchet. 
He brought it down with all his 
strength. : 

It 
pussed through flesh and bone and 
imbedded itself in the bench. . The 
severed hand lay on the bench.

“Frank,” he cried, ‘give this to 
the faithless creature—to Marie. Tell 
ber I hope it will haunt her to her 
dying day. I am innocent and she 
knows it.” 

It was all done so quickly none had 
an opportunity to interfere. The 
guards seized “3lly’’—that was the 
number Jones was known by in the 
prison—and hurried him to the hos- 
pital. 

His wrist was dressed and he re- 
mained in bed a month. When he 
got up again he was haggard and 
wan. His face was gray with suffer- 
ing and his hair was white. He had 
become an old man in a month. 

And the hand? It was exhibited 
to the wife. She saw it, but did not 
relent. Indeed, she was preparing, at 
that very time, a trwusseau for a sec- 
ond wedding. 

She was planning to marry a dash- 
ing young fellow whom she had met 
at Huntsville—to marry him as svon 
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handed down the wedding bells rang 
and the former wife of “Convict 3119” 
became the bride of another man. The 
couple went to live in Houston. 

After Jones was able to be up and 
about again, he was given light work 
to do. His face was grimmer than 
it ever had been. 

He was an object of sincere sym- 
pathy to everybody in the prison.

He could not 
live long and there was no happiness.

a pardon, now he was waiting for 
death. 

However, the efforts of the friend- 
ly Waldrip have been rewarded by 
the grant of the pardon which would 
have been such a priceless boon a few 
years before. It did not mean much

N VIEW of the discussion over 

| the motto “In God We Trust” on

Agent Gallaher at Chicago

Assassin Killed President 
McKinley--How Other Men 
‘Have Suffered and Whole 
Ceurse of American History 
Has Been Changed by 

Tragedy 


THE bullet of Czolgosz, still speed- 
T ing on its way, has wrought an- 

* other tragedy in the last few 
days. Albert L. Gallaher,.a secret serv- 
ice operative is dead in Chicago from 
injuries suffered at the hands of the 
bystanders, who mistook him for the 
agsassin when President McKinley 
was shot at Buffalo. Gallaher was 
grappling with Czolgosz when he re- 
osived the beating. 

‘The death of this mar has called 
the country’s attention, in a most 
dramatic way, to the long chain of 
events, big and little, which has re- 
sulted from the bullet of the an- 
atchist. One half-crazed fanatic, his 
weapon masked in a handkerchief, 
started a historic epoch. 

Gallaher had been in the Secret 
Service for years. He was highly re- 
garded. 

When the President visited the 
Buffalo Exposition, Gallaher was 
made his immediate personal attend- 
ant and guard. He was astandiiie 
alongside Mr. McKinley “when Czol- 
g06z approached. 

The eye of the detective cr#zht 
sight of the hand in the handker- 
chief. He saw that hand extended. 
He seized it, but too late. 
shot had been fired. 

Gallaher sprang upon the assassin. 
He was trying to overpower him. The 
crowd mistook Gallaher for the 
mui derer. 

Many men leaped upon him and be- 
gan to beat him. Gallaher, thinking 
a whole band of anarchista was at- 
tacking him, fought back dJesperate- 
ly! He was severely injured bcfore 
he could be rescued. 

Later he suffered a paralytic stroke. 
Finally he died the other day in the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in Chicago. The 
doctors said it was the o'd injuries 
that had killed him. 


His Wife a Victim 


He was only one of many victims of 
the Czolgosz bullet. And the Czolgos: 
bullet is speeding onward still. 

Mrs. McKinley was another v'ic- 
tim of that missile. Those who knew 
her declare that, beyond a doubt, her 
life was shortened by the murder of 
her husband whom she loved so de- 
votedly. She was a frail woman, in- 
deed had been called an invalid. But 
the affectionate, tender care of M:, 
McKintey might have prolonged her 
life many years.

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The bullet of Czolgosz changed a!l 
this. The Vice-President of the Unit- 
ed States is of so little importance 
that thousands of people all over the 
country, when they heard of the as- 
sassination of President McKinley, 
asked, “Who is Vice-President?” 
— forgotten all about Roose- 
velt, . 

Mr. McKinley was a conservative 
man, who intended to conduct a de- 
corus, quiet, dignified administration. 


There could hardly be a greater con- 
trast in politics between two men 
than that between McKinley and 
Roosevelt, the one quiet, cautious, 
thoughtful and sedate, che other 
noisy, impetuous and full of animal 
spirits, 

It is true that when Mr. Roosevelt 
succeeded President McKinley he de- 
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clared that his purpose was to carry 
out the policies of the latter. But it 
is also true that he did this only dur- 
ing the unexpired term of Mr.Mc- 
Kinley. 

As soon as Mr. Roosevelt had been 
himself elected President, he then 
abandoned the McKinley line of 
action and adopted the notorious sy8- 
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tem of “My Policies.” Nothing could 
be in stronger contrast to the admin- 
istration which Mr. McKinley appea:s 
to have contemplated for himself. 

Rooseveltism, with all that it im- 
plies, and in fact, Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self as he exists in the popular mind, 
are the result of the bullet of Czol- 
gosz. Before Czolgosz fired, Roose- 
velt had been forgotten and was al- 
most unknown. Today he its the 
most famous, if not the most notori- 
ous, man in the world. This is al- 
together owing to the bullet of Czol- 
gZOB8zZ. . 

Mr. Roosevelt never was considered 
aa being of presidential timber. He 
is not the kind of man tnat the 
American people have selected in the 
past for their Presidents, 

The proposition to nominate Mr. 
Roosevelt for President would eight 
years ago have been regarded as pre- 
posterous. But the bullet of Czol- 
gosz changed that. It was. called 
“Roosevelt’s luck. 
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And the strange thing is that the 
political results of the Czolgosz bul- 
let do not belong to history and the 
past but belong to the present and 
tne future.

Roosevelt Policies 


Rooseveltism is one of the great 
factors in the political life of the 
American people today. It embraces 
lines of policy to which Mr. Taft 
declares he is comniitted and which 
will take many years to put into ef- 
fective action. It embraces I'nes of 
popular thought and popular passions 
aroused by Mr. Roosevelt which can- 
not be sidetracked or stifled in the 
immediate future. 

Most successful presidents are re- 
membered for only ote or two things 
connected with their administra- 
tion. Thus we think of Grover Cleve- 
land in connection with the Vene- 
suelan message and the fight for a 
gold standard. There are hardly as 
many as six famous lines of pol- 
icy or utterances identified with the 
two administrations of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Even Abraham Lincoln goes 
down into history identified with only 
one thing, and that was the sueccess- 
ful prosecution of the Civil War. 

But Rooseveltism has created hun- 
dreds of sensations and watchwords 
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and extraordinary things. It is al- 
most impossible to classify them. 

Hardly a week elapsed that some 
entirely new sensation did not come 
from the White House. So much so 
was this the case that on the day 
after the nomination of Mr. Taft the 
New York World declared that it 
meant the end of the “Roosevelt 
Reign of Terror.” 

McKinley would probably have fin- 
ished his administration and gone 
down into history like Cleveland, 
with only a few things that people 
would remember him by, although 
these few things would probably 
have been great in themselves. The 
history of Rooseveltism, on the other 
hand, is written in letters of fire and 
in ringing phrases on many pages. 
Think for a moment of the things 
that the Czolgosz bullet has brought 
into existence, most of them living 
forces of today.

In addition, our vocabulary has 
been enlarged by a.collection of epi- 
thets and phrases that deserve to 
rank with the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of yellow journalism.

are carrying around Teddy bears, and 
“In God We Trust,” the most famous 
phrase in American daily life, was 
relegated to a back seat until Con- 
gress restored it to our coinage. | 

These are only a few of the results 
of the Czolgosz bullet which still goes 
speeding on its way. Czolgosz put 
the rate bill on the statute books. 
created “My Policies” and the “Big 
Stick” and is believed to have con- 
tributed largely to the bringing on 
of the late panic by putting Mr. 
Roosevelt in the White House.

"HE new police “Golden Rule,” 
established in Cleveland, O., by 
. ‘inte Fred Kobler of that city 
ard explained by him in an address 
before the International Convention 
of Police Chiefs held recently in De- 
troit, Mich., bas aroused discussion 
among sociologists. <A difference of 
opinion as to the feasibility of the 
hew system and its value if applied 
here is expressed by St. Louis offi- 
elals whose duty concerns them with 
the maintenance of order. 

The basis of the new Kohler “Gold- 
en Rule” is no arrests for first_of- 
fenses, unless the offenses are grave, 
and avoidance of arrests wherever 
possible, such as in the case of “plain 
drunks” and juvenile offenders. Ac- 
cording to Chief Kohler the system, 
during its first rip 8 months of opera- 
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ing so much of the policemen’s at- 
tention. 

Chief Kohler, in his opening re- 
marks, said: 

“For a great many years in Cleve- 
land, practically always—certainly 
throughout the period of my service 
on the force—the police had done as 
the police do everywhere with drunks 
end: disorderly persons, petty thieves, 
bad boys and small offenders general- 
ly Weran them in. It was the cus- 
tom in Cleveland, and is still the cus- 
tom of practically the whole police 
world (and customs, ground as they 
are in the very fiber of men’s minds, 
are hard to break). 

“But we have broken the custom 
of the world and the ages {n Cleve- 
land. We are treating men as men, 
evep when they are drunk, even when 
they disturb the peace, even when 
they insult the dignity of a police- 
man. We oftem tmeare arrests. but 
even then we deat with our prisoners. 
as citizens, as hum*e beings. and 

all like the change, sot only the 
bat the police. It werks 
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—humanity does—and the results of 
our so-called ‘Golden Rule’ policy are 
good.” . 

Chief Kohler said that the idea of 
the “Golden Rule” system came to 
him from an exhaustive study of con- 
ditions in the city prisons and police 
courts of Cleveland. In its essentials 
his system is: 


Firet: Juveniles never to be 
placed in city prison. They are 
«@ be taken home, or the parents 
sent for and the child turned over 
to them with a warning for pa- 
rental correction. 

Second: Intexicated persons to 
be taken, or sent, home, unless it 
be necessary fer the protection of 
their lives or their property to 
eonfine them until sober. And in 
that case they are to be allowed 
o~ wtend gwulliy ap4. be signing a 


waiver of trial, let go without ap. 
pearing in court. (Under this sys- 
tem of so-called “Sunrise Court,” 
during the year of 1907, there were 
7738 persons reteased by signing 
such a waiver without any further 
punishment.) 

Third: Juveniles and intoxicat- 
ed persons are cited only because 
they appear to be in the majority, 
bot apparent offenders on any 
misdemeanor charges are warned 
and released. by simply taking 
their names and addresses, unless 
it can be shown that the offense 
was committed with malice afore<- 
thought, with the intention te fn- 
jure the person or property of an- 
other. (This policy has been ap- 
plied even where it seemed appar- 
ent felonies had been committed.) 


Chief Kohler said the Cleveland po- 
lice became much interested in the 
system and that it had proven a great 
success after a severe trial. He gave 
figures, comparing the number of a-- 
résts under the new system with 
those under the old, as follows: 

January, 1907, 2158 arrests; Jan- 
wary, 10908, 911 arreata; February, 

1907, 2287 arrests; February,

To obtain authoritative opinions as 
to how such a system would work in 
St. Louis, the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
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Magazine interviewed several officials 
and former officials, among them two 
police judges, the Chief of Police and 
a former Assistant Chief of Detec- 
tives. Their opinions vary as to the 
wisdom of trying the Kohler “Gold- 
en Rule” in this city. These opinions 
follow:

BY JUDGE DANIEL TRACY, City 
Hall Police Court. 


O PUT the Cleveland “Golden 
Rule” system into operation in 
St. Louis would require munici- 
pal legislation to give policemen the 
authority to aet as judges in offenses 
against the city ordinances, and State 
legislation to give them similar au- 
thority when offenses against State 
laws were involved. However, I be- 
lieve that, if the legal difficulty were 
overcome, the system, at any rate in 
a somewhat modified form, would be 
of benefit in St. Louis. 

It would be a great relief? to me and 
to all other police judges, I should 
gay, to have the trivial matters dis- 
posed of elsewhere, so that the at- 
tention of the court could be devoted 
to a greater extent to the more seri- 
ous matters that come up. 

I should think that the police ought 
to be able to sift out the chaff among 
the cases. I have here, in the course 
of a week, some 500 or more cases. I 
can’t “try” them. I can only dispose 
of them the best way possible. It 
would be a physical impossibility to 
really go into each case as it ought 
to be gone into. But I could come 
nearer doing it if the great mass of 
trivial matters were eliminated from 
the docket. They consume much 
time. 

In many cases I dismiss the de- 
fendant, even though the facts on 
which the arrest was based are estab- 
lished by the evidence. I fine the 
defendant, but stay the fine on good 


behavior and warn him not to appear 
before me again. 

I doubt, however, if that is any- 
thing like as effective as would be 
action of a somewhat kindred nature 
on the part of the policeman on the 
beat. The judge is simply a man sit- 
ting at a desk, clothed with authority, 
ic is true, but a man apart. The de- 
fendant knows that the judge may 
never see him again and probably 
might not recognize him if he were 
to meet him. So the warnings from 
the bench lose some of their effec- 
tiveness. 

It is different with the policeman 
on ‘the beat. He is attired in a uni- 
form.that makes his personal appear- 
ance impressive. 
and is armed. To the citizen the po- 
liceman is the embodiment of the 
law. -The policeman walks the street 
before the citzen’s home, daily. He 
lg ever present. Consequently, a 
warning from the policeman, who is 
on the scene constantly, would carry 
weight that my warning cannot carry. 

Then, too, as Chief Kohler savs, the 
policeman is in a position to know 
the surroundings of each case, the 
character of the defendant, his con- 
dition, his family’s condition, and all 
the other facts and _ circumstances 
which ought to be known to anyone 
attempting to pass upon a particular 
case, but which are beyond thé busy 
police justice’s time or power to 
learn. I would hardly favor, though, 
going quite so far as they seem to 
have done in Cleveland. . 


BY E. P. CREECY, Chief of St. Louis 
Police. 


WAS at the Detroit convention 
| and heard Chief Kohler’s speech. 
I know him personally and ad- 

mire him. But I have not studied 
his proposition sufficiently to war- 
rant my saying positively that I 
would or would not favor its adoption 
in St. Louis. I am inclined to think, 
though, thet it would not work here. 

In the first place, Jegislation would 
be required before anything of the 
kind could be undertaken. If the po- 
lice of St. Louis should attempt now 
to act as judges in any cases that 
arise on their beat, they would be 
violating the law themselves, I can- 
not violate the law and my oath of 
office by ordering ‘ne police to do 
scometting that they are. forbidden 
to do by law. 

However, we do some things now in 
a manner resembling what is done in 
Cleveland. For instance, it ig a vio- 
lation of the city ordinances to leave 
a horse unhitched in the street. Yet, 
if a policeman finds a horse unhitched 
ou his beat, he should speak to the 
owner courteously but firmly and tell 
him not to repeat the offense. No. 
body has been injured and. it would 
hardly be just to put the offender to 
the trouble, shame and experise of 
having to appear in Police Court for 
a) amall a matter. Yet, if the offense 
is persisted in the officer should make 
an arrest. 

These little things arise constantly. 
I would.be willing to bet, if I ever 
made bets, that I could leave my of- 
fice now, walk up Twelfth street to 
Olive and up Olive to Broadway and 
see a dozen violations of city urdi- 
nances during my walk. But they 
would be so small that arrests would 
not be warranted. , ’ 

Then, take plain drunks. Many of 
them are released when they sober up 
without ever appearing in court cor 
being punished in any Way. Mere 
drunkenness is not a legal offense, 
uniecs the condition or conduct of the 
drunk person is such @# to constitute 
a disturbance. When his conduct ig 
not of that character we rélease him 
when he is able to look after himesit 
rationally. That is, if we know 
to be a working man whe simply has 
imbibed too much. With police char- 
acters, naturally, @ different course 


is pursued. 

* ut 1 do not belfeve it would be 
wise, even if the law permitted, to 
make judges in criminal 
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about courtrooms half the 





system is the increased efficiency of the courts of police 
trates and the saving of policemen’s time. 
the dockets clogged with trivial cases, most of which are either dis- 
missed or the fines stayed, as occurs in St. Louis, the Cleveland police 
courts are cleared of those trifling matters and the Court’s time and 
attention given to more serious {hings. 

And instead of having Pe es number of policemen dawdling 
y wheh 
beats, these policemen are actively on duty. They 
themselves in the minor cases and have to spend no time hanging 
around courts, waiting their tu'n ‘tu testify. 

The moral effect is said to be excellent, for first offenders are not 
thrown into cells with hardened c'iminals and vagabonds, but are 
sent home where they will not be contaminated by vicious prison com- 
panionship nor have their self-respect lowered by such an experience.

It is necessary actually to walk a 
beat before anyone can have a real 
grasp on police duties and a real un- 
derstanding of police wurk. In many 
cities men without such experience 
ave put in the office of Chief and take 
up their work with a great many 
theories not founded on ‘practical ex- 
perience. I do not know for 4 c.rT- 
tainty, but it is my opinion that Chief 
Kohler of Cleveland never walked a 
beat. 

IL know that some persons in Cleve- 
land have ridicyied nis “Goldeu Rule” 
system and there were many objec- 
tions raised to it at the Detroit cuon- 
vention. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed his address the chief of the 
Erie Railroad Secret Service spoke 
quite bitterly. He said that since 
the inauguration of the new system 
the railroad had suffered more from 
petty thieves than ever before and 


-that, with the “Golden Rule” in op- 


eration it was practically impousible 
to check those thefts.

T HASB been and is now the custom 
| and practice in St. Louis when 
persons under arrest are brought 
before the police official in charge at 
the station, for him to listen to the 
statements. of the arresting officer 
and witnesses, if any, and then de- 
cide whether anyone should be 
charged with having violated the law. 
After a citizen has been charged with 
a violation of the law and an informia- 
tion signed by the Chief of Police is- 
sued against him, he is locked up or 
released on bond and notified when to 
appear in the Police Court. The duty 
of the officer ends. The arresting 
officer appears in Court as a witness 
when the cause is heard. 

If the police in Cleveland, as stated 
by Chief Kohler, up to the time of 
the beginning of his so-called “Golden 
Rule” policy, have made wholesale 
arrests without a warrant or the ex- 
ercise of discretion, it certainly is 
high time such gross injustice should 
be muzzled. 

If those cruel and unnecessary ar- 
rests were made by authority of law, 
then the slow-thinking lawmakers of 
Cleveland should study how to make 
better laws—in line with justice and 
humanity. 

Chief Kohler im his Detroit speech 
said some ugly things. He charged 
that there were chiefs of police who 
had been guilty of larceny and that 
“the police have been instrumental in 
making as many criminals as any 
other agency, poverty, heritage and 
association excepted;” and then 
urged that this same force be given 

al wers. 
“re wdilat force of Cleveland have 
been instrumental in causing the 
misery Chief Kobler speaks of, then 
their elevation to the bench may not 
greatly improve its moral fiber or ju- 
dicial usefulnéss. St. Louis bas be- 
gun to examine applicants for ap- 
pointment to the police force along 
civil service lines—but it is not far 
enough.

says: “We have discouraged men, 
we have driven young and weak men 
to the haunts and association of ha- 
bitual and expert criminals who have 
taught them the ideals and practices 
of crime. We have punished, we have 
not prevented crime.” If this is true 
of Chief Kohler’s men, or any other 
force, God grant that they be given 
no greater power, and that their pass- 
ing be immediate. 

I do not believe the judicial, legis- 
lative, executive or the arresting offi- 
clals of the Government should ever 
have their several departments 
merged or combined. The nstitu- 
tion prohibits it. The State does not 
and should not demand vengeance. 
It requires that the public be protect- 
ed from the lawbreaxer, and that the 
offender be treated in the manner or 
way that will be the best for him and 
the State, environment and oppor- 
tunity of the defendant and the ques- 
tion of reformation and the security 
of the public carefully and charitably 
considered.

make them sober and better citizens. 

The Police Court 46 the Court of 
minor offenders—uniess reformed, 
they graduate into the higher courts. 
All reform efforts should start at 
the beginning, and that is the Police 
Court, where the minor offenders 
against the law are afraigned. The 
majority of Police Court cases are the 
result of drink, and putting the man 
in Jail will not work any reform.

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WORLD-WIDE search for Mrs. 

Gunness, the like of which 

mankind haa rarely known, 
is now in progress. This search is 
being carried on by at least two 
governments, by an army of detect- 
ives and by thousands of private cit- 
izens and amateur Sherlock 
Holmeses in both hemispheres. Lit- 
erally, the earth ig being combed for 
traces of the murderess who is be- 
lieved to have ¢c sappeared from her 
heme at Laporte, Ind., on the morn- 
ing her house burned, April 28 last. 

The public in the Bast as well as 
the West, in Europe as well as Amer- 
ica, believes Mrs. Gunness to be 
alive. The headless body of a woman 
found in the ashes of her home is re- 
garded as merely a part of the mar- 
velous scheme she devised to veil 
her flight. This opinion is well-nigh 
universal. 

Several suspects have been arrest- 
ed. Numberless portly women 
have been shadowed in widely sep- 
arated localities. Reports of the 
movements of women thought to have 
been Mrs. Gunness have been re- 
ceived from every quarter of the 
country and from Mexico. 

Both the State Department at 
Washington and the Mexican Govern- 
ment are aiding in the pursuit of 
the murderess. This official search 
is backed up by the efforts of all 
sorts of people in every section of 
the country, their cupidity excited by 
the offer of the fat rewards and their 
hearts panting for the glory of cap- 
turing Mrs. Gunness. 

The opinion that Mrs. Gunness is 
alive is no mere vagary of an ex- 
cited popular imagination. It is 
shared and indorsed by detectives and 
criminologists of the highest stand- 
ing. 

These experts do not hesitate to 
pronounce the Gunness case the 
greatest criminal mystery of the age 
and one of the greatest of all ages. 
There is nothing in history compar- 
able to the international hunt for 
the cunning mistress of the cele- 
brated Laporte murder farm. 


The House on Fire. 


On the misty, gray, cold morning 
of April 28 the burning Gunness 
home east a blood-red glare on the 
sky. In a short time nothing re- 
mained of the house but smoldering 
ashes, and a few hours later four 
‘odies were found in the ruins. They 
were believed to be the charred 
forme of Mrs. Gunness and her three 
children, two little girls and a boy. 

Nobody for an instant doubted the 
identity of the bodies. Ray Lam- 
phere was arrested on suspicion of 
having set fire to the house. 

The fire -occurred early Tuesday 
morning. Exactly one week later 
Ask Helgelein, whose letter to Mrs. 
Gunness threatening to come to La- 
porte on an investigation tour is be- 
lieved to have inepired the fire and 
the disappearance of Mre. wunness, 
dug up the body of his murdered 
brother, Andrew, in the Gunness 

. That was the firat inkling 
the world had of the wholesale as- 
tions committed at the Place 

of Death. 

Then, for the first time, the idea 
flashed across the minds of men that 
the woman's body found in 
the ashes was not that of Mrs. Gun- 
nees, but merely a cadaver she had 
placed in the house when she lighted 
the blaze which was to cloak her es- 
cape. The feets and circumstances 
the case, the absence of 
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the woman's head, discrepancies in 
the size of the body as compared 
with the known figure of Mrs. Gun- 
ness, and other details, convinced the 
people of Laporte and the people of 
the country generally that Mrs. Gun- 
ness was ALIVE. And then began 
the remarkable search which still is 
in progress: : 

The day after the discovery of the 
buria] ground in the Laporte barn- 
yard, fat, middle-aged women travel- 
ing alone were loo*ed upon with sus- 
picion. They were eyed furtively by 
hundreds of people. 

Every movement they made wes 
twisted into a clew. Very quickly an 
arrest came. 

A couple of days after the grew- 
some finds at the Gunness farm, a 
Mrs. L. A. Herron was taken from a 
New York Central train at Utica, N. 
Y. Shé was believed to answer the 
description of Mrs. Gunness, and was 
sent to Rochester to be held pending 
an investigation. The news that a 
“Gunness suspect” had been arrested 
created great excitement. 

It was soon learned, however, that 
the woman under arrest was the em- 
inently respected widow of a well- 
known Chicago broker, on her way 
to New York City to visit a cousin, 
Mrs. Charles P. Rockefeller, whose 
husband is a distant relative of the 
Standand Oil magnate and who lives 
at 314 West Fortieth street, New 
York. The pdlice made profuse apol- 
ogies and released Mrs. Herron. 


Lost in the Crowd. ‘ 


At the same time the Chicago po- 
ice were being kept busy investigat- 
ing “Gunness tips.” Word was con- 
stantly coming into different police 
stations that the woman, so suddenly 
and so unenviably famous the world 
over, had been seen on the streets. 

De Van Buren street restaurant 
keeper told’ the police he was quite 
sure Mrs. Gunness, accompanied by a 
man, had eaten a meal at his place 
May 8. 

Laporte is but little more than an 
our’s ride from Chicago, and it was 
& natural theory that her first desti- 
nation had been the big city, where 
she would have opportunities to lose 
herself in the crowded thousands. 
However, the Chicago police found 
no clews which were thought of suf- 
— importance to authorize an ar- 
rest. 

In the meantime “tips” were being 
handed around at Laporte. Jesse J. 
Hurst, a drayman at Decatur, Ind... 
wrote a letter to the sheriff at La- 
porte, stating that he now believed 
he had hauled Mrs. Guinness from 
one.Decatur depot to another on the 
morning of her flight. 

Hurst said that he was appealed to 
by a tall man with dark hair and a 
mustache, who had a “sneaky” man- 
ner, to drive a sick ‘woman from the 
depot of the Erie Raflroad to that of 
the Grand Rapids & Indiana Rail- 
road. Hurst said he hauled the cov- 
ple across the town, but observed 
that the woman was not sick. 

The man told Hurst that he and 


his companion were from North Da- be 


kota. The couple seemed in a great 
hurry, Hurst said. 

About the same time the Mayor of 
Laporte gave out an interview, stat- 


ing he had evidence to support ihe lege 


theory that Mrs. Gunness had made 
her escape clad in a man's clothing. 
That clew was taken up at once, and 
detectives began to look out for a Mrs. 
Gunness tn trousers as well as a Mra. 
Gunpess ia skirta. ' 








Later on the Associated Press sent 
out a dispatch from Washington 
bearing directly on that theory and 
believed to contain a highly impor- 
tant clew. That dispatch will be dis. 
cussed in its chronological order. 

For a time the authorities at La- 
porte were openly ranged on the side 
of those who believed Mrs. Gunness 
to be alive. In fact, nobody had any 
other notion, and, so far as is known, 
very few besides Laporte authorities 
have any other notion now. 

The County Commissioners met 
and made liberal appropriations for 
the expenses of the Gunness investi- 
gation, and offered a reward for 
the apprehension of the murderess. 
The sum of $9000 was set aside to 
pay expenses, and a reward of $4000 
Wat offered for the woman. 

e sensation had followed an- 
other at the Gunness farm, but the 
first big sensation in the search for 
Mrs. Gunness came from Texas. A 
man named Julius G. Truelson Jr., 
of New York, in Jail at Vernon, Tex., 
made a remarkable confession. 

Truelson claimed to be the hus- 
band of Mae O’Reilly, whose jewelry 
was found in the ashes of the Gun- 
ness home. He declared he had taken 
his wife to the Gunness farm for the 
purpose to obtain the assistance of 
Mrs. Gunness in murdering her.

NCLE 8AM’S most versatile son 
J —and perhaps the most ver- 
satile man now living—is 

Louis M. Elshemus, who was born at 
Laurel Hill, New Jersey, in 1864. Mr. 
Elshemus is a handsome, athletic, 
g00d-humored, somewhat German- 
looking individual, standing about 6 
feet high and weighing close on 180 
pounds. 

He is a “husfler” and never so hap- 
PY as when hard at work. If you 
were to ask Mr. Elshemus what his 
profession was, he would probably say 
“An artist,” but in that case he would 
leaving out about twenty other 
callings in which he has also gained 
distinction. 

‘Mr. Elshemus is a graduate of Cor- 
nell University, and when he left col- 
it was with the distinct desire 
to shine as an artist, so he joined 
the Art Students’ League in New 
York, and after two years there went 
to the Ateliers Julien, Paris. 

He set up a stud:o and soon began 
te exhibit at the big salons in Europe 
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said he had been employed by Mrs. 
Gunness and had acted as her ac- 
complice in six murders. 

The Laporte sheriff made a trip to 
Vernon, whereupon Truelson retract- 
ed his confession. It was learned by 
telegraphic inquiry that he had been 
a prisoner in the Elmyra (N. Y.) Re- 
fcrmatory at the time he had claimed 
to have been in the employ of Mrs. 
Gunness, 

Mae O'Reilly, who was supposed to 
have been Truelson’s wife, later 
turned up al've at Saratoga and de- 


sational confession proved a fizzle, 
after all. . 

However, the Associated Press 
and private correspondents still con- 
tinued, and are’ now still continuing 
to send out information relative to 
clews as to the whereabouts of Mrs. 
Gunness. A Mexican “tip” sent from 
Washington by the Associated Press 
is regarded as one of the most in 
portant yet received. 

This Mexican dispatch reached 
Washington in the form of an of- 
ficial telegram from Ambassador 
Thompson, representative of the 
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United States at Mexico. The con- 
tents of his communication gave a 
new and vivid color of romance to 
the hunt for the mysterious woman 
of many murders. His message read: 

“The following information was re- 
ceived by the Vice-President from 
the Governor of Chiapas: Am Amer- 
ican woman about 50 years old, 














dark blue eyes and chestnut hair, 
slightly gray, and with a quick, nerv- 
ous step, passed by Palenque. She 
was traveling alone, without bag- 
gage, and had no letters of recom- 
mendation. 

“She left Salto de Aqua wearing 
masculine clothing of khaki. She 
made inquiries as to communications 
with Usunati River, and plunged into 
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stout, about 5 {pet 7 inches tall, with 
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and America. In less than ten years 
he had painted 1500 works in oils and 
water colors, and—an excellent proof 
of their value—had succeeded in sell- 
ing nearly 1400 of them. His sketches 
and drawings (pen, pencil and cray- 
on) made during the same period of 
time numbered nearly 3000. 

And all the time that Mr. Elshemus 
was turning out these miles of land- 
scapes, hundreds of figures and doz- 
ens of genre subjects, he was equally 
busy in the fleld of literature, and 
published 15,000 pages of poetry, 
stories, criticisms and dramas—or 60 
fair-sized books of 250 pages each! 

Furthermore, Mr. Blishemus is & 
polyglot, and has written—apart from 
the 15,000 pages mentioned above— 
plays, poems and stories in French, 
German, Italian, Spanisn and Danisn. 
He speaks these languages fluently 
and can write poems in any of them— 
a good criterion of his thorough mas- 
tery of these five tongues. He is also 
familiar with, and can write and 
speak Arabic, Sanskrit, Chinese and 


—- — 








Hebrew. 

He is now studying other languages, 
for it his ambition to have no fewer 
than twenty tongues at his command. 
He says that when a man masters 
five languages it only requires a few 
weeks to get the command of any 
other language desired. Chinese was 
the last language he tackled; in 1899, 
and he says the fact of his having 
mastered so many previous to that 
made Chinese appear comparatively 
easy. But he wouldn’t advise any- 
one to start off with Chinese. 

Besides all these accomplishments 
Mr. Elshemus is quite a celebrated 
musician and composer. His com- 
positions are well known and he fre- 
quently appears at concerts. He can 
play almost any instrument, though 
that for which he has the greatest 
affection is the piano, and when 
playing his touch is distinguished by 
- unusual intensity of poeti<al feel- 
ng. 

He has composed over 300 musical 
pieces, including songs, duets for dif- 


ferent instruments, fugues for the 
organ, hymns, cantatas, etc. He is 
now busy on an opera which he hepes 
to have finished by the autumn. He 
writes his own words, and never sets 
the poetry of others to music. 

Mr. Elshemus has traveled around 
the world seven times, and bas visit- 
ed places unknown to the ordinary 
tourist. He has penetrated into lit- 
tle-known parts of Samoa, New Zea- 
land, West Africa, etc., and has gone 
in for some big-game shooting in In- 
dia. 

He is an adept at all sorts of ome 
and is equally at home snow-shoeing 
in Canada, skiing in Switzerland, 
curling in Scotland or cricketing in 
England. 

He is an expert rider and driver, 
has acted as engineer on a locomo- 
tive, and can drive seven different 
makes of automobiies. He is also 
an expert at throwing the lasso, and 
“declares that if those who are suf- 
fering from lung trouble would prac- 
tice throwing the lariat for a few 
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minutes every day they would be- 
come as hardy and sound as a cow- 
boy. 

And last, but certainly not least, 
Mr. Elshemus is an adept cook, his 
particular forte being the making of 
pies. Any kind of plemaking is like 
child's play to him, whether you ask 
him to make a lemon, an apple, a 
pumpkin or a custard pie. He'll do 
it, and in about two shakes of a 
lamb’s tail. 


Mr. Elshemus has also studied med- 
icine, is a practical engineer, can pav- 
igate a balloon, knows American law 
from A to Z, is an authority on pat- 
ents, can deliver a sermon calculat-

TON of Chinese hair, some of it from the 

heads of decapitated bandits, arrived in 

New York a few days ago aboard the big 
freighter, Wray Castle, and is now being made 
over into ‘‘rats,”’ puffs, curls and switches to adorn 
the coiffures of American women. 

Twenty-two more, cases of Chinese pigta‘ls 
reached port a few hours later on the British 
steamship Seneca. According to Capt. Grimes of 
the Seneca, some of this consignment came from 
Chinese cemeteries, where it is the profitable cus- 
tom to rob the. dead-of their locks. And still a 
third consignment has reached New York aboard 
the British Prince, in from Singapore, Shanghai 
and Japanese ports. The British Prince brought 

‘ two bales of human hair from Dalny and New- 
chwang, where the wholesale execution of Chun- 
chuses, or Manchurian bandits, seems to have led 
quite naturally to the institution of thriving mar- 
kets for the sale of human hair. 

The American woman has gone false-hair mad. 

She started with a switch, added a rat, then a 
transformation, and finally puffs, not in groups 
of three or four, but by the dozen. From a two- 
ounce switch to a 16-ounce combination of the 
above-mentioned articles is the record she has 
scored within two years, and that is why Chinese 
pigtails are enjoying an unprecedented demand. 

To feed the vanity of the American woman the 
cemeteries of far-away China have been rifled. 
For the live-hair market is nearly exhausted by 
women willing to pay the high prices charged 
for the better qualities; and what is known as 
“dead hair,”’ i. e., hair cut from the heads of dead 
women, or, as in these particular cases, from dead 


meet the demands of the cheaper trade. 

The Wray Castle, a huge freighter which 
steamed up to the American doc:is on staten Is- 
land from the Far Eas’. brougnt one ton of pig- 
tails, which, it was declared, had been cut from 
the heads of Chinese bandits. 

A few hours later when the British steamship 
Seneca anchored at Quarantine and reported its 
principal cargo as more pigtails—22 cases of them 
—Capt. Grimes, commander of the Seneca, ex- 
plained that these unfortunate pigtails have a 
really dramatic history. 

“Since the women of France, America and 
Austria practically demanded so much human 
hair,” said Capt. Crimes, “the industry of~-eol- 
lecting pigtails in China has assumed amazing 
proportions. When a Cliin men dies he is put 
in his coffin, which is b:ought to the cemetery 
and Jeft above ground for a coup'e of weeks, the 
belief being that within this pe:iod the spirit 
will escape. The coffin is then buried. But in 
the meantime unscrupulous Chirese and foreign 
hair dealers frequently open the caskets and re- 
move the pigtails. It is safe to say that every 
cargo of Chinese hair contains pigtails taken from 
coffins.”’ 

So it seems that many a statuesque Si. Louis 
brunette could trace the bulk of her coiffure back 
to some secluded little cemetery in the Orient. 
The red-headed stenographer, whose marcelled 
locks’ are the envy of her fellow workers, owes a 
large share of her stunning appearance to some 
queueless Chinaman whose reiatives comfort them- 
selves with the thought that he gained Parad'se 
over night. For the modern hair manufacturer 
is a man resourceful and; aided by chemicals, per- 


‘forms such presto-change arts with mere queues 


-that the suave salesman is quite satisfied in say- 


ing: ‘‘No, madame, this is not Chinese hair. This 
is the real article.” For, you see, very little of the 
original hair is left! 

‘Just what happens during the process of trans- 
formation is thus told by Thomas Grosert, a very 
successful hair culturist, who was an adept hair 
dresser and maker before he began to cure the 
ills which spring from the abuse of false hair 
by we nen: / 

“The woman whose coiffure is built from false 
hair taken from the heads of the Chinese dead 
is infinitely safer than she whose puffs, switch or 
rat is built from her own combings. This, be- 
cause the manufacture of hair pieces from the 
Mongolian stock represents a process absolutely 
antiseptic. The chemicals and dyes employed 
would kill all sorts of germs, even to those of yel- 
low fever or leprosy. No germ could survive the 
process. 

“On the other hand, when a woman demands 
that her own combings be made up, the hair she 
tenders the hairworker may or may not be alive. 
If it has fallen out as the result of any form of 
alopecia or baldness, these germs remain in the 
combings and are simply bound to renew their 
evil work in the scalp if packed against it in the 
form of a rat, a pompadour, switch or puffs. 

“Before the great demand for artificial nair be- 
gan Chinese hair could be bought in the pigtail 
or queue at 50 cents an ounce. ‘ihe price is gov- 
erned by the demand. 


“If black hair be desired for the false pieces, 
the hair does not require any color alteration. 
If lighter hues be needed, then the bleaching proc- 
ess is accomplished with peroxide of hydrogen, 
ammonia, nitrate of silver, henna, permanganate 
of potash or other chemicals. The dead black of 
the Chinese queue can be bleached down to the 
palest blonde tint, or even to white. Treated this 
way, the ‘dead hair’ costs about one-fourth of the 
price of. live hair, in natural or bleached coloring. 

“To make a ‘rat,’ the wad or roll of hair on 
which the huge pompadour is built, the hair is 
woven on two strings and ‘pushed up’ tight, then 
boiled and baked in the oven until thoroughly 
dried. This comes out kinky looking, not unlike 
a mass of hair for stuffing a mattress. 

‘When it is to be used for a pompadour it is 
put on a curling sick, fastened tight, then boiled 
and baked as described above, coming out wavy 
instead of kinky. Even the lay reader will realize 
that germs cannot survive this, combination of 
bleaching with chemicals and boiling and baking 
at high temperature. 

“The abuse of dead hair by the woman who 
builds her coiffure with quantities of false pieces 
lies not in germs, but in the weight and lack of 
ventilation. It presses dow.. on the scalp, gen- 
erates heat, and causes alopecia, and the weight 
cuts the natural hair. The live hair weighs much 
less. 

“A rat made from dead hair, of the coarse Chi- 
nese variety, weighs an ounce; made from live 
hair it would te very little more tnen half en

ounce. A set of five puffs r.ade from dead hair 
will weigh three-fourths of an ounce; in live hair, 
less than half an ounce. A switch in dead hair 
will vary from two and one-half ounces to four 
ounces, according” to length, but in the same 
lengths of live hair it will weigh at least a third 
less. This difference in the weigat is due to the 
size of the knots. in the hair by which it is at- 
tached to the frame on which the piece is built. 
Coarse hair makes heavy knots. 

“Dead hair puffs, five to the set, will weigh 
three-fourths of an ounce and cost from a dollar to 
$1.98. Live hair puffs. weighing half an ounce will 
cost a dollar each. A dead hair pompadour costs 
from $1.98 up, a live hair pompadour, $12 up. 

“In the extreme coiffure with its masses of 
puffs which just now prevails in ft. Louis nearly 
a pound, or 16 ounces, of dead hair is used, and 
this weight is guaranteed to break in an incredi- 
bly short time what little natural hair the woman 
has managed to retain. 

The live hair comes almost entirely from the 
Continent of Europe, and most of it is cut from 
the heads of Breton peasant girls. On reaching 
America it really looks less attractive than the 
Chinese dead hair, because its former owners took 
little care of it. It is generally matted, snarled

“The manufacturer has it disentangled and 
straightened by a washing process, so that the 


“And now that artificial hair is not only good 
form, but obligatory, she buys so much that she 
murders her few remaining tresses by heat, lack 
of ventilation and absurdity of weight. At her 
present rate of excess in coiffure the American 
woman bids fair to become as bald as the poor 
dead Chinaman whose tresses she displays in 
many colors as proudly as if they were all her 
own.” . 

There is a vast difference between the hair 
kets of this country and the hair markets - 
larly established ’*in the country fair towns of 
Brittany, France and Switzerland and in China. 
This is because the American woman doesn’t se.: 
her hair. She buys instead. — 

At the fairs of France the “coupeur,” o: cutter, 
is a familiar figure. His booth is the first to be vis- 
ited by the country girls and women anxious to 
add to their dowry at the expense of their long 
tresses. 

Hair, to be of any value to the hair merchant, 
must possess three qualities: It tst never have 
been crimped or curled with hot irons. It must 
not have been much exposed to the air, and it 
must not have been much combed. The average 
French peasant woman of the more remote coun- 
try districts meets all these conditions. 

Unfortunately, however, from several points of 
view, the esthetic as well as the commercial, the 
tendency of the peasant girl of today is to dis- 
card the pretty head dress of her ancestors. She 
prefers a cheap hat, covered with cheap flowers, 
and she is beginning to dress her hair and to 
value it more for itself and for the charm it gives 
to her own personal appearance than for the 
money it would bring at the hair fair.

HE buried treasure of Hernando 
1g Desoto, discoverer of the Mis- 
sissippi, is being sought with 
pick and shovel tn the Ozarks. The 
treas pantish doubloons and 
pieces of eight, golden ingots and 
bullion of the In@ians, turquoises, 
garnets and diamonds~is believed to 
lie somewhere in the near vicinity of 
the highest point of the mountains. 
And the highest point of the moun- 
tains is at Lead Hill, Mo. 

There is a spot on the rugged 
mountain crest believed still to dis- 
play the markings made at the di- 
rection of old Desoto himself, when, 
after a long journey to the heart of 
the New World, weary of carrying 
his precious booty, determined to 
bury it in some safe place till a fu- 
ture day, when he would return, dig 
it up again and carry it over to Cas- 
tile to lavish it in that magnificence 
so dear to the Spanish heart. 

Some of the markings are stones, 
set on edge and protruding a few 
inches above the surface of the 
ground. They are arranged in the 
form of ellipses and circles. 

Then, besides, are curious scars on 
certain trees, which run in lines 
from one tree to another. These 
markings seem to have been made 
with axes. The wounded trees would 
seem to have endeavored to heal 
themselves and, in so ‘doing, made 
great, tough growths appear on their 
sides. Woodsmen declare nothing 
else could bave produced the scars 
siill to be seen, and geologists say 
only the hand of man could have ar- 
renged the cireles and ellipses of 
stone. 

«a tradition as old as the settlement 
of the mountains identifies the spot 
as the hiding place of Desoto’s golden 
loot. The scars on the trees and geo- 
metrical designs of the stones are re- 
garded as the outward, artificial signs 
of the treaeure’s burial place. 


Mountain Gossip 


Hitherto the legend or tradition 
has been confined to the gossip of 
mountain residents. But now, with 
the projection of an electric railroad 
through that part of the Ozarks, a 
knowledge of the old story has spread 
and strangers from afar have brought 
their digging tools and worried the 
anciemt earth in thus far fruitless 
efforta to locate the moldy, brass- 
bound chests heavy with venerable 
riches. 

The so-called treasure burial place 
has a wild, rugged beauty. It is just 
such a spot as must have appealed 
most powerfully to the vivid imag- 
ination of the curious wanderers of 
the long ago. 

The Spanish explorers came to this 
country with their minds fired by all 
sorts of fantastic beliefs. Some 
thought that here was fairyland. 
Some searched for the fabled fountain 
of youth. 

But all were on the lookout for 
and gems. And many found 
things. 

To Desoto, amid the silence of the 
mountains and the primeval forest, 
just after looking upon the mighty 
flood of the Father of

The Chests Hidden 


The steel-helmeted soldiery dug 
into the rich earth and the chests 
were laid away. The earth was re- 
placed and the ground givcn as much 
as possible ite original appearance.

At any rate, this ie the belief of 
the Ozark dwellers. Those who have 
atudied the matter declare the belief 
‘e gs well, or better, founded than 
eug of the tales relative to the burial 
places of the ill-gotten gains of the 
infamous Capt. Kidd and other cele- 
brated worthies who sailed under the 
black flag and are popularly supposed 
to have deposited their profits, not 
in any banking house, but 
in the safety vaults of mother earth. 

The nearest towh of any conse- 
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quence to the site of the treasure is 

Mo. It ts about fifty 
miles, east by southeast, from Spring- 
field, Mc. 

To reach the circles and ellipses of 
stones, one must first journey to 
Mansfield, by rail, and then, afoot or 
in a buggy, cover the distance of 
three miles to Lead Hill. There is 
small economy of t'me or comfort in 
making the Lead Hill trip by buggy, 
for the roads are, for the most part, 
mere rough guilies. The trip can be 
made afoot as quickly as behind a 
team. 

The railroad runs to Lead Hili, but 
there is no town there and up to 
date the treasure seekers have ob- 
tained no contessions from the rail- 
road, so Lead Hill is not a stopping 
point. Not far beyond is Cedar Gap, 
where there is a delightful summer 
colony, composed mostly of Memphis 
(Tenn.) people, who, of course, are 
greatly interested in the tradition re- 
garding Desoto. 


An Abandoned Cabin 


At Lead Hill is- nothing but an 
abandoned log cabin. A sign on a 
post proclaims the name of the place. 

Rut just around the next copse, 
through a tangle of mountain under- 
brush, the treasure hunter comes up- 
on a neat, roomy cottage with an ‘n- 
closed yard. It is the home of the 
superintendent of a mine not far 
away. Back of that house, on the 
crest of a hill, are the mysterious 
signs believed to have been placed as 
markers by the Speniards. 

It is proposed ‘o build an electric 
road from Mansfeld to Ava. The 
road will run within hearing d'‘s- 
tance of where the ancient stones 
lie in their ellipses and circles. 

Recently a party of Kansas Citvans 
interested in the new road visited the 
locality. They were shown the mys- 
terious markings on the mountain 
crest and told the story of the visit 
of Desoto. 

Even then the vistors could see 
traces of recent excavations. When- 
ever a mountain resident has an idle 
day on his hands he takes a spade 
and goes up to the crest where the 
stones and marked trees are. He 
rm: ters their problem a while as one 
niir’ t ponder the riddle of the sphinx.

An’ «tat are the marks that thus 
have: ied the cupidity of men for 
generations? On numerous trees are 
sponge-shaped bumps, some of them 
as large as a child's head. Experi- 
enced foresters declare only one thing 
could have caused these bumps. And 
that one thing must have been an 
injury which the juices and fibers of 
the grow'ng tree made an effort to 
heal, causing the odd protrusions. 

But Desoto was in these parts cen- 
turies ago. How could the trees have 
withstood the ravages of all those 
years? 

Olid guides, who know trees like 
books, do not hesitate to pronounce 
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number of them. 

What do they mean? There are 
men in the Ozar's who would sur- 
render their farms and éverything 
they possess tb know. ‘These men 
believe, with all the conviction of 
their natures, that the stomes and 
scarred trees mark the hif@ing place 
of a treasure, the possession of which 
would make them millionatres, 

So carefully has the eatth been 
sifted in the immediate vidéiuity of 
the stones and scarred trees, the res- 
idents of that part of the moun- 
tains have come to the conelusion 
that the actual markings do not 
cover the burial place, but that the 
latter must be located by measuring 
in certain directions from different 
sets of marks, the treasure being 
buried where a certain set of lines, 
thus measured converges. But how 
to get just the right combination of 
measurements? That is the vexing, 
mysterious problem. 

If there was a key drawn up—some 
parchment or manuscript which 
would enable anybody to find the 
treasure—where is that document 
now? Tid old Desoto take it away 
with him? Was it lost im Spain by 
some friend to whom he had confided it 
or did it remain in the New World? 

Is it lying now in some ancient 
chest, among a lot of musty relics 
of the past?- Or-has it been de- 
stroyed by time or by hands ignorant 
of its value? 

The possibilities have been gone 
over a thousand times in the Minds 
of the Ozark treasure hunters. A 
theory has sprung into being that 
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the marked giants of the forest to 
be of tremendous age, without doubt 
well grown when the Spanish ex- 
plorer visited the Ozarks. — 

But eax marks on trees, of them- 
selves, would mean nothing. The 
peculiarity of the marks on these 
particular trees is that they form 
lines, measuring from one mark to 
another. These Mines cross and fre- 
cross one another, forming an fntri- 
cate and complicated, though regu- 
lar and, say those who have examined 
it, @ palpably artificial design.

journeyings, are abandoning the very 
fountains of wealth which so en- 
tranced the doughty Spaniard in the 
long ago. 

The situation is reversed. Desoto 
came to seek treasure here. Others 
who came after him have found riches 
he never dreamed of, and now the 
pendulum has swung once more and 
men are seeking the riches he 
brought and is said to have left at 
the mountain top. 

The legend of his visit 
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Ozarks is not without historic proba- § 


bility. 
he must have heard from Indians in 
the vicinity of beautiful mountains 
lving not far to the west of the river.

with pick and shovel. It is one ot the 
nost romantic stories of the kit d 
ever told in America, and there have 
been many such romances in the “New 
World.” 

Without doubt, the adventurers of 
the sixteenth century did bury trens- 
ure. There have been numerous au- 
thenticated accounts of such dcings 
and any number of legends aleut 
buried treasure which never has been 
unearthed. 

This theme has been madc the w:o- 
tif of some of the best English litera- 
ture, notably the masterpiece of Ed- 
gar Allen Poe, called “The Gold 
Bug,” which deals with the finding 
of a lost treasure by studying an 
ancient document, and “Treasure Is- 
land,” by Robert Louis Stevenson.
